UNDER FIRE. 

Chief Tarbox Being Investigated at a Public Hearing 
In City Hali This Week. 

Large Attendance, But General Opinion That 
Charges or© Trivial. 


The attendance at the hearings be- 
ing held before the Mayor this week 
at City Hall has taxed the capacity of 
the aldermanic chamber to its utmoat. 

The charges against Chief Fred A. 
Tarbox will be found on page 3. 

The chief vras represented hy Jesse 
C. Ivy, Esq., and John S. Richardson 
looked after the interests of the peti- 
tioners. 

The charges were attached to peti- 
tions of citizens from Newtonville, 
Newton Highlands, Newton Centre 
and other villages of the city. The 
petition from Newton Centre was 
signed by these names: George F. 
Richardson, Alvan R. Saunders. L. 
Brayton, Lewis R. Speare, Henry D. 
Degen, A. H. Leonard, Samuel M. 
Tourtellot, John P. Kenney, F. A. 
Gardner, M. A. Chandler, Dwight 
Chester, Julius A. Rising. 

At the hearing last Friday morning 
the mayor announced that the hearing 
would be broad enough tp allow any 
or all criticisms but formal charges 
must allow sufficient time for defence. 

These witnesses were then sworn : 
Deputy Sheriff Walter C. Wardwell, 
Deputy Sheriff Samuel W. Tucker. 
Court Officer Martin C. Laffie of New- 
ton and the following members of the 
department: Lieut. Fred M. Mitchell, 
Sergt. Thomas C. Clay and Charles 
T. Bartlett, and Patrolmen Horace A. 
Bailey, Henry W. Marriner. Walter 
C. Allen, Richard T. Kyte, William 
H. Condrin, Peter J. McAleer, Charles 
R. Young. Martin J. Neagle, Fred E. 
Elwell, Edward Desmond, William P. 
Soule, John J. Davis, William Butler, 
Edward P. O’Halloran, William H. 
Dolan, Richard B. Conroy. John Mc- 
Neil, William Groth, Charles Tainter, 
Robert S. Harrison, Bernard F. Burke, 
Henry F. Tibbetts and Otis W. Gray. 

Patrolman Marriner was the first 
witness and on the first charge 
claimed that the chief had told him 
not to watch the place of the Sachendi 
woman and when she was arrested he 
had written a letter to the judge ask- 
ing for leniency. Marriner thought 
that other officers were put on to 
watch these places so as to spite him. 
He admitted that he had talked the 
matter over with Sergt. Bartlett and 
Officer Bailey. Marriner was also ex- 
amined by Mr. Ivy with a view to 
show that Marriner had been guilty 
of improper conduct with a servant in 
Marriner’s employ. Marriner pro- 
duced a letter from this woman deny- 
ing anything improper on his part. 

Sergt. Bartlett was the next witness 
and testified to the actions of the 
chief in regard to the trial of the 
Schendi woman, saying that the 
chief appeared to act in the interests 
of the prisoner. 

Witness said that the chief had 
ignored him in the investigation of 
cases, and had sent orders to his men 
directly without notice to him. 

He also claimed that a letter ad- 
dressed to him from Officer Young had 
been opened bv the chief. He also 
testified to seeing T. J. Kennedy, 
Peter Keeley and Charles Britton 
wearing ’police uniforms and doing 
police duty. In the matter of an in- 
vestigation, witness said that Clerk 
of Police Court Whittlesey was the 
first one he knew of to suggest an in- 
vestigation. 

In the afternoon L. R. Speare, J.A. 
Rising and J. P. Tenney, signers of 
the petition, said that there were no 
charges attached to it when signed by 
them. 

Sergt. Bartlett concluded his testi- 
mony by saying that he had been un- 
able to secure copies of the Revised 
Laws for his station from the chief. 

Deputy Sheriff Wardwell on charge 
33, about depriving Officer McAleer of 
his fee for delivering a prisoner at the 
superior court could not recall the oc- , 
casiou. 

He tht?u testified that capiases are 
usually given to the chief of police or 
ranking officer, and if they are not at 
court, the capiases are sent by mail to 
the chief’s office. The capias fee was 
always paid to the arresting officer or 
whoever signed the return. 

Deputy Sheriff Tucker was a wit- 
ness on charge 29, where the chief 
was said to have opened an express 
package addressed to the "Sheriff, 
West Newton, Mass., or nearest 
Sheriff in Newton.” He said this 
package was meant for him but the 
chief had opened it and theu sent it 
to him by Mr. Laffie, but too late to 
make the service required. He had 
never talked with the chief about it. 
He denied that he was ever a candi- 
date for Chief of Police. 

Probation Officer Laffie testified 
that he had delivered the package to 
Tucker the same day and that Tucker 
did not mention that the time had ex- 
pired. Mr. Laffie admitted that he 
knew there was some feeling between 
Tucker aud Tarbox. 

Mr. Laffie told of the troubles of 
the Sachendi woman, who was now in 
Sherborti ou a conviction for arson, 
and said that the chief conducted him- 
self in a perfectly proper manner in 
that case. 

Officer H. A. Bailey testified to see- 
ing liquor delivered at the Sachendi 
house uml at her trial heard the chief 
advise her to plead guilty. On the 
continuance of the case he was or- 
dered by the chief not to watch the 
place. He said he was ordered in 
May, 1902, to watch the Mason school 
between 7 and Id in the eveniug, the 
hours when the expressmen usually 
delivered their loads. 

Saturday morn lug, the uttemlauce 
was still up to the limit of the room. 

District Attorney G. A. Sanderson 
was the first witness aud explained 
the method of procedure in criiniual 
cases. In regards to charge 19 he said 


the records showed that the cases had 
gone through their proper channels. 
He generally consulted the chiefs of 
police in the various cities about cases 
and not their subordinates. He also 
stated that the arrangements for New- 
ton cases were not different from 
those of other cities. 

In the matter of charge 33 Mr. Rich- 
ardson submitted testimony that a 
capias had been issued in the Mc- 
Mahon case and Mr. Ivy submitted a 
letter from the County Treasurer stat- 
ing that no fee had ever been paid on 
that case. 

Officer Bailey asserted that Chief 
Tarbox was surety for the Sachenai 
woman. He said he had talked with 
other officers about an investigation 
and he had taken part in preparing 
charges. 

Robert Kirk, the West Newton ex- 
pressman, testified that he had de- 
livered the package addressed to the 
Sheriff, West Newton, etc., to the 
chief on his own responsibility. 

Mayor Weeks then said he would 
strike out charge 3 regarding the 
watching of places at Thompson ville, 
saying he was cognizant of the order 
when it was given and that no reflec- 
tion was cast on the officers of that 
route. 

Officer Bailey then said he had not 
been paid for three days when he was 
sick and also complained that the 
chief had failed to acknowledge his 
salute on some occasions. He also 
complained of favoritism in sending 
officers to attend weddings.ctc., where 
extra pay was received. 

Officer W. H. Condrin was the next 
witness and said that in the case of 
Betts he had been called in at one time 
to quell a disturbance and later had 
seen this man in police uniform. On 
charge 14 he said he had made a writ- 
ten report to the Chief about liquor 
selling at Wright’s drug store, and 
that nothing had been done about it to 
his knowledge except the chief told 
him that he had written to Wright. 
He had frequently seen the chief com- 
ing out of Wright’s back store. 

He also testified as to the disorder- 
ly pool room of one Viett, which was 
later sold out to Tiffany and said that 
Tiffany should have been prosecuted 
but that the chief wanted to give him 
a chance to sell out. He had seen 
Keeley and a man named Smith from 
Everett in police uniform and had 
shown a man named Britton over a 
route when Britton was under the in- 
fluence of liquor. 

Condrin told of a conversation with 
the chief about joining the Police 
benefit association and intimated that 
the chief threatened him unless he 
did join. 

tin cross examination Condrin said 
the report of the Betts case was made 
by Sergt. Clay. Condrin denied that 
his friendliness for another druggist 
was the animus for his complaint 
against Wright. He thought his evi- 
dence sufficient to convict Wright. 
He believed his transfer was caused 
by the complaint of this druggist 
whom the chief believed. He thought 
this unfair on the part of the chief. 
He had talked with Sergt. Bartlett 
about the management of the depart- 
ment. 

Mr. William H. Mague testified 
of a conversation between S. W. 
Tucker and Mr. G. P. Staples in 
which Tucker offered to net $50 that 
Tarbox’s appointment would not be 
confirmed. He also heard that Tucker 
was an aspirant for the place. 

Officer Kyte. the next witness cor- 
oborated Condrin *s testimony as to 
the disturbance at Betts place, which 
he had reported. Betts had after- 
wards assisted {he officers in stopping 
a race on Commonwealth ave. He 
was with Condrin at the time of the 
conversation about the Benefit associa- 
tion which he had also joined. He 
also said that Britton was under the 
influence of liquor the night Condrin 
showed him the route he was to cover. 

He had heard of Keelevs* habits but 
had never seen him drunk. 

Sergt. Clay said that the Betts 
place had been reported to the chief 
and that Betts soon after gave up the 
place. The chief had ordered him to 
push the case against Viett when he 
had evidence enough. The sergeant 
then explained the method of distribu- 
ting the mail at headquarters and the 
privileges shown reporters. 

Miss Alice K. Wright was called 
upon in regard to charge 32 but she 
denied that the chief had asked her 
to get some one out of City Hall in 
order that Mrs. Tarbox’s sister might 
get a place. 

Officer Peter J. McAleer. called to 
testify in regard to charge No. 6, al- 
leging that the chief had opened a 
letter, said that he had been told that 
the chief had a letter for him. Saw 
the chief and he handed him a check 
for $30.57. Was not given the letter. 
Did uot see either letter or envelope, 
but had learned that i,t was addressed 
to Police Officer Peter J. McAleer. 
The date was Dec. 31, 1001. and the 
letter was from the war department. 
The money was in payment for a 
prisoner he had turned over to the 
government at Fort Warreu. 

Regarding the capias, on Nov. 11 
he took one McMahon to the superior 
court at Cambridge. He made return 
ou capias. The next day Lieut. 
Mitchell asked him what he did with 
the capias. Nov. 13 the chief also 
asked hitu what he did with 
capias. When he told him, the chief 
said: "You cannot have that fee. It 
should go to the city. I always turn 
them in to the city myself. ” He 
l McAleer) uever received the money.

HAWAIIAN FISHERMEN. 

Hawiila and Teeth Play a r*-t la 
Cm pin ring the Octopm. 

Thu native flslicrmnu of Hnwnti, 
while an adept with the hook and line, 
does not scorn to use Ills hands to cap- 
ture Ids prey when occasion arisen. 
The honlto Is the fish most generally 
caught with hook and llu \ and as the 
hook used Is of mother of pearl, made 
from thc shell of a mollusk now quite 
rare, which glistens with an Irides- 
cence similar to the shimmer from the 
scales of the smaller kinds of fish on , 
which the honlto lives, no bait Is need * 
ed. The barb of these hooks Is of 
bone, ami two tufts of bog’s bristles 
attached at right angles to the barbed 
end keep the Inner side up, so that the 
hook lies flat on the surface of the 
sea. When a likely Ashing ground 
bns been reached, the fisherman, stand- 
ing up In the canoe, casts out his line 
violently, so that the hook falls with 
a slap on the water and attracts the 
attention of the fish. The line and 
hook are then drawn rapidly toward I 
the boat, ns though It were a spoon, 
and the bonlto, taking the book to be* 
a smalt fish, rises to It immediately. 

It Is fortunate for the fisherman that 
he has to waste no time In baiting his < 
hook, for this method of casting fright- * 
ens the school, and the fish disappear 
-within ten or fifteen minutes. 

An ingenious plan by which very 
large fish are caught Is by planting a 
long pole on the shore In such a posi- 
tion as to cause it to lean decidedly to- 
ward the water. On the top of this 
a bell is arrnnged so that It can swing 
clear of the top of the pole. A block 
and fall are niso attached to the pole 
close to the top, and a long line, with 
baited hook at the end, is run through 
the block and allowed to fiont out to 
sea, the land end being tied in n slip- 
knot to the bottom of the pole. As soon 
as a fish is booked its struggles enuse 
the bell to ring, whereupon the fisher- 
man runs to the pole, loosens the slip- 
knot ond plays the fish until be has 
drowned It. when It Is hauled ashore. 

In fishing for octopus the native dives 
to the bottom and with a stick pokes 
around In the small boles in which the 
octopus lives. When he touches one, 

; It seizes the stick and allows him to 
draw it out of the hole. When be 
! reaches the surface, the nutivc grabs 
> it with his hands and bites Into tbe 
head, thus killing the animal. 

FRUITS AND FLOWERS. 

Do not let rubbish of any kind lie un- 
derneath the trees. It harbors vermin. 

A yard or lawn always looks barren 
without some ornamentul trees and 
shrubs. ; 

As an apple or pear orchard will last 
a lifetime, particular care must be tak- 
en In tbe selection of varieties. 

If currants and gooseberries are prun- 
ed in tree form, they will bear larger 
and Oner fruit. Prune every year. 

To have a good garden the land must 
be kept rich by liberal use of manure. 
During tbe winter is the best time to 
apply it. 

Nearly all house plants will be bene- 
fited by having the blossoms that ap- 
pear Immediately after planting In pots 
pruned off. Let the plant get well es- 
| tablishcd before flowering. 

The rose Is a hearty feeder and will 
therefore bear anuunl manuring, but 
| only well rotted and thoroughly lined 
| manure should be used, taking cure to 
work it well into the soil early In the 
I winter.

Their fathers and 
grandfathers hud told them tliut they 
remembered u time or had heard from 
their ancestors that there was u time 
when fire was uot known and every- 
thing was eaten raw.

Death 01 Col Leonard 

Col. Samuel Haven Leonard, one of 
the oldest and best known residents 
of this city, died Saturday evening at 
his home 011 Washington street, West 
Newton. He had been in ill health 
for several months past and death 
was due to a complication of diseases. 

Col. Leonard was born in Bolton 
July 10, 1825, and the son of Samuel 
K. Leonard, one of the pioneers in 
the express business in this country. 
He attended the public schools of his 
native town, and when 14 years old 
removed to Worcester, where he en- 
gaged in the express business with 
his father. Me remained in Worces- 
ter until 1859, when he came to Bos- 
ton. The business which he had 
built up was purchased by the Adams 
express company upon the opening of 
the civil war, and for several years 
after its close Col. Leonard was as- 
sociated with the company as New 
England route agent. 

After severing his connection with 
them he managed the Boston, Hart- 
ford & Erie railroad express company 
and the Providence & Worcester com- 
pany for a number of years. When 
the New England railroads abandoned 
tLe practice of doing their own ex- 
pressing. Col. Leonard associated 
himself with the Boston & Worcester 
dispatch company as manager, which 
position he held up to the time of his

five years ago. He became totally 
blind three years ago. 

Col. Leonard had a brilliant mili- 
tary career. In 1846 he entered the 
Worcester city guard as a private and 
the following year was made a lieu- 
tenant, in May, 1849, he was pro- 
moted to be major of the 8th regt. 
Four years later he was made lieuten- 
ant colonel, and in March, 1856, brig- 
adier general of the 5th brigade, 
M V M. Upon his removal to Boston 
he resigned his command. 

His long experience however led to 
his appointment, at the urgent solici- 
tation of his friends, to a captaincy 
in Co. A, 2d regt, of Boston, known 
as the Boston city guard. He reor- 
ganized the command and in 1861 wa9 
made major of the 4th battalion of 
rifles, which he was largely instru- 
mental in forming. 

Upon the outbreak of the war he 
was sent with his command to fort 
Independence, and in July, 1861. was 
mustered into the U. S. service as 
colonel of the 13th Massachusetts 
volunteers. He served through the 
war, taking an active part in the en- 
gagements at Pleasant valley,Sharps- 
burg. Millers point, Jamestown and 
Williamsport, when he was placed in 
command of a brigade. He served at 
the battles of Bull Run, Fredericks- 
burg, the Wilderness. Petersburg and 
Spottsylvania, and was wounded and 
taken prisoner at Gettysburg. Later 
he returned to his regiment. For two 
years he was in command of a bri- 
gade and guiued the distinction of 
being the senior colonel of the army 
of the Potomac. 

Col. Leonard came to Newton short- 
ly after the close of the war. He 
was one of the founders of Charles 
Ward post 62, G. A. R., of which he 
was for many years a member. 

He joined the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery in 1868. He was also 
a member of the Old Guard, Lancers 
apd several other military organiza- 
tions. 

He married Jan. 4, 1849, Miss Lucy 
E. Putnam of Worcester, who died 
some 1U years ago. Three children 
survive him. Mr. John S. Leonard 
of Boston, Lieut. Commander Samuel 
H. Leonard Jr., of the U. S., cruiser 
Monterey, and Mrs. Mary A. Barker 
of West Newton. 

The services were held from the 
family residence, Tuesday afternoon 
at one o'clock and were largely at- 
tended by relatives and friends. Rev. 
Dr. C. M. Southgate officiated, assisted 
by Rev. Dr. T. C. Prudden. The re- 
mains were taken to Rural cemetery, 
Worcester, for interment.

Congressman Powers. 

Representative Powers of the 11th 
Massachusetts congressional district 
is credited by the well informed with 
the possession of a larger measure of 
congressional influence than has been 
acquired for a long time past by any 
representative during his first term 
of service, aud more than is possessed 
by a good many congressmen who 1 
have seen a number of terms of ser- 1 
vice at the National Capitol. Influence 
of this character does not necessarily ! 
come to the men who arc orators, nor . 
is it the invariable accompaniment of 
the possession of statesmanlike quali- : 
ties. In Mr. Powers’ case it appears 
to have been secured through excep- , 
tionally keen perception and an ability 
to adroitly adapt means to ends. He 
had not been many weeks in the House 
last winter before he realized that he 
and his associates who were there for 
the first time were looked upon by 
their fellow-members of longer service 
as merely pawns to be used in voting 
under the direction of the recog- 
nized party leaders; as men who were 
to have no voice in the discussion or 
settlement of public questions. The 
old members were hound together in 
the assertion of their parliamentary 
rights, while the new members were 
disorganized and had no means of 
venting their indignation at the some- 
what curt treatment they often re- 
ceived. Realizing the possibilities 
of the situation, Mr. Powers organized 
the so-called Tantalus Club, composed 
of members of the House of Represen- 
tatives who were first elected to the 
present Congress, a club nominally 
formed for occasional social gather- 
ings, such as that which took place at 
its dinner at the Arlington House in 
Washington, on Wednesday evening 
of this week, but, in reality, to secure 
that strength best obtained by the 
union of forces. The club is not 
political, members of both parties be- 
longing to it, and Congressman 
Powers is its president. But its ex- 
istence has enabled the new members 
to discuss matters between themselves, 
to arrive at common conclusions, and 
to unite their votes on questions when 
they have believed that there has been 
a disposition on the part of the older 
members to treat the newcomers with 
any degree of unfairness. The result 
has been that, under Mr. Powers’ 
skilful direction, the new members 
have been accorded iu the present 
Congress much more considerate 
treatment than was given to their 
predecessors or than they themselves 
received during the first two or three 
months last winter that Congress was 
in session. The organization of this 
society and the utilization of its in- 
fluence is a work for which the rep- 
resentative from the 11th Massachu- 
setts district has been chietlv respon- 
sible, aud through it, as we said above, 
he has secured a standing and reputa- 
tion in Congress highly flattering to 
his good judgment, foresight and well 
marked personal qualities. — Boston

Street Railway Matters 

The Boston Suburban Electric 
Street Railway Company now has in 
operation on its lines 18 modern air- 
brake cars, which it is planning to [ 
use on its through Boston routes. One 
of these lines from Waltham by way 
of North Beacon street will be opened 
early in January, and still a second 
one from Newton over the Common- 
wealth avenue line will be started a j 
little later on. 

In this connection it may be added j 
that the company has made a proposi- 
tion to the City Government of Wal- 
tham that, in the event of its grant- |

I VERBAL ALIASES. 

WORDS THAT GET TOO FAMILIAR TO 
SUIT SOME TASTE9. 

Til* Scientific Fad of Clothing Old 
Thing* In !few Term*— Some Word* 
tlie HeaalDK* of Wblrh Are Com- 
mon 1 7 Mlmnderitnnri . 

When the report was recently circu- 
lated that a prominent public man had 
lost his life through accidentally In- 
haling a quantity of enrbon dioxide, 
the man In the street began at once In- 
quiring what carbon dioxide was. 

Ah a matter of fact, carbon dioxide 
3a merely another name for carbonic 
acid gas, one of the products of com- 
bustion and a constituent of atmos- 
pheric air. 

Carbonic acid gas Is known by sev- 
eral different names, ns, for Instance, 
icarbon dioxide, carbonic oxide and car- 
ibou 1c anhydride. 

Consumption as a name for a terrl- 
jble and widespread disease is known 
and understood by practically every 
man, woman and child in England. 
But the medical fraternity, ever on the 
lookout for something new’ in the way 
of professional nomenclature, elected 
some years back to call it phthisis, 
and then just when that unspellabie 
word began to be known and recog- 
nized they evolved yet another— tuber- 
culosis. 

And as with consumption so with 
most other complaints. A quarter of a 
century ago even eminent physicians ' 
j were content to speak of smallpox, of 
! typhoid fever, of lockjaw. Today they 
I are called variola, enteric and tetanus 
respectively. 

I A doctor when giving evidence before 
an ignorant east end Jury the other 
I day said that the immediate cause of 
: death was “a violent and prolonged 
fit of combined epistaxls and stomator- 
rhagia.” It would, one would think, j 
have been far easier for him to have ; 
spoken of a bleeding at the nose and 1 
mouth, and he would at all events have 1 
had the satisfaction of making himself j 
understood. 

Moat people now living can remem- | 
ber the time when bacteria were known j 
generieally as anfmalculre— a not very j 
strictly scientific definition, perhaps, 
but one easily understandable, and con- 
veying, moreover, a distinct Idea to 
any one of ordinary education and In- 
telligence. 

For that very reason, doubtless, the 
title in question was voted out of date 
and old fashioned and the word “bacil- 
li” was substituted. This means, liter- 
ally, "little sticks,” certainly a most 
novel definition, but one that scarcely 
strikes the average lay miud as being 
either lucid or suitable. Nevertheless, 

It was accepted, and at last became 
familiar to the man in the street. 

That of course could not be tolerat- 
ed. Imuglne a bacteriologist using a 
word which eouveyed any meaning to 
anybody outside his own charmed cir- 
cle! The idea Is both degrading and 
preposterous: so he set to work forth- 
with and iu vented a whole host of ter- 
rific verbul aliases. 

He called them for example, schlz- 
omycetes. ueuromuskelzelleu, megucoe- 
cl and polymorphonuclear leueoej'tes, 
as well as half a hundred other things; 
while for the chemical substances In- 
cidental to the science he invented such 
delightful terms as "tetrahydropara- 1 
methylosyquinoliue” and “tetru methyl- I 
dlamido-tripheuyi-carbinol-oxalute.” 

The craze, too, is getting commoner 
among other than scientists. Take the 
word “reeking,” for instance, and ask 
your friends wbut they understand by 
it. “Reeking*:” one will say. “Why, 
reeking means dripping with moisture, 
soaked with wet." You will derive 
Borne amusement from his surprise j 
when you tell him that reeking meaus j 
"smoking, steaming.” A chimney can 
reek. When a horse reeks with mois- 
ture, it is because its tiauks smoke and 
steam. 

The change from the real, mean lug to 
that given it in popular, present day 
phraseology can easily be traced. Any- 
thing very wet will reek In frosty 
weather; so the wetness has beeu us- I 
sumed to be the real characteristic of 
reek. 

Then there is "lurid,” which nine ! 
people out of ten use in an entirely 
wrong sense. Ask a man what color ! 
lurid is, and he may answer correctly, ' 
but the chances are that he will say, 
"Ited flame, orange or bright yellow.” I 
Of course, lurid means smoky or dull 
color. London fog is lurid. Thick, suf- 
focating smoke Is lurid. 

Lurid and livid ure almost syuouy- 
mous. Lurid flumes are flames choked ; 
and hidden by smoke. A lurid sunset 
is not a brilliant one, but one dull and 
gray and cheerless. 

Of course, the use of verbal aliases 
is not au absolutely new departure. It 
Is only that we of this generation iu 
our wild strIviDgs after novelty hav® 

10 enormously Increased aud multiplied 
them. The taste of our grandfathers 
and great-grandfathers lay rutlier iu 
the direction of using over aud over 
again two or three long aud uncommon 
words. 

Thus bonorificabllitudiullatlbus. as a , 
synonym of fame, eminence, occura 
and recurs with almost depressing reg- 
ularity In the plays of old pre- Eliza- 
bethan dramatists aud Is even used by 
Shakespeare ou occasion. 

It was partly iu ridicule of the silly 
custom of using this aud other similar • 
idiotic verbal doubles, which hail sur- 
vived lu part even until his time, that 
Jtnbi-luls makes Pant 11 gruel speak of 
“inbrrainborJzovcrzeiigirliiequoiiuciuor- 
gasachaquevezluetnuffi’etUliug my poor 
eye” and u*k angrily of Mr. Mnuhouud 
whether it was not enough to

Grab Street, London. 

Up to the seventeenth century Grab 
street wns on the outskirts of London. 

It was a street tenanted by howyers, 
Octobers, makers of bowstrings and 
everything else that appertained to 1 
archery. Later on John Fox lived lit i 
Grub street, though ho did not write 
his famous “Book of Martyrs” there. 
Vox’s residence In Grub street occurred 
about 1572. John Speed, tho tailor 
arehioologlst, was a resident of Grub 
street, where he was famous ns the 
most responsible parent, having a fam- 
ily of twelve sons ami six daughters. 
Grub street of old and Milton street to- 
day Is noted for its great number of 
alleys and courts. 

From Grub street Issued such fa- 
mous old literary skits as “Jack the 
Giant Killer.” “Tom Illckn thrift,** "The 
Wise Men of Gotham” and scores of 
others now a part of every boy’s libra- 
ry. Probably literary men first began 
to populate Grub street In any num- 
bers during Cromwell’s time. Then 11 
great number of seditious and libelous 
pamphlets were circulated, and as the 
nut h rs for safety had to sock obscure 
living places they found 11 fitting re- 
treat In the maze of a Hoys which 
webbed the Grub street section. At 
any rate, by the commencement of the 
eighteenth century Grub street bud be- 
come quite notorious ns the poor au- 
thors’ quarter of London.

In man the front of the lower Jaw- 
ho ;e possesses a well marked projec- 
ts 1 . known us the cliln or mental 
1 anineiice, covered by a tlcsby pod of 
11 -sponding shape.

ry oftentimes In sonic districts to burn 
the cornfields so us to destroy these 
snakes before the negroes dare enter to 
cut tlie canes.

If you wish 
uformation about positions of this 
kind you can obtain it free by writing 
for the Civil Service announcement 
of the Columbian Correspondence Col- 
lege, Washington, D. C. The Civil 
Service Commission will hold examin- 
ations to secure young men and wo- 
men for these places during March 
and April, at Boston, Springfield and 
Worcester. 

From 3,046 appointments during the 
first year of Mr. McKinley ’s adminis- 
tration, they have increased to nearly 
five times that number. President 
Roosevelt is a firm believer in the 
merit system, and as long as he is 
president these appointments will 
continue to increase.

Science ts Christian Science. 
Barmini once took a friend to Hce 
his snered white elephant. The 
friend remarked, * ‘he isn't very 
white.” “No,” said Baruum, “he 
isn’t very white, but he is awful 
Hacred.” Bo with Christian Science. 
It certainly is not scientific, although 
it may be very Christian. 

From tlic scientific standpoint, the 
supernatural part of Christianity is 
I just as objectionable as Christian 
! Science. It is just as impossible for 
i the scientific mind to believe that 
! Joshua commanded the sun and moon 
to stand still and they obeyed him, 

| or that Christ was supernaturally 
born, or that he raised Lazarus from 
the dead, or that after being cruci- 
fied he rose again and appeared to 
his disciples, or that by prayer man 
can change the natural course of 
events, as it is to believe that sick- 
ness and death are not real, or that 
“all pain ia a delusion of mortal 
mind,” or that a person in the last 
stages of consumption can be restored 
to health by simply thinking he is 
well. 

To show how Christian Science dif- 
fers from science, and to point out 
some of the fallacies in Christian 
Science is the object of this article. 

What is Science? Simply a higher 
development of common knowledge 
and if repudiated all knowledge must 
be repudiated along with it. Physics, 
Chemistry, Astronomy,, Geology, etc., 
are all based upon facts gained from 
common observation. The foundation 
of all science is our perceptions. A 
man deprived of his five senses would 
be as dead to the outside world as the 
“insensible rock.” Reliance upon 
the truth of our perceptions and the 
uniformity of nature’s operations 
alone make science possible. And not 
only does science rely upon our per- 
! ceptlons for its supply of facts, but 
scientific deductions must accord with 
these facts. Every new scientific 
principle is subjected to the severest 
criticism, and if at any time it is found 
out of harmony with facts it is either 
1 so modified as to bring it into agree- 
ment, or thrown aside. 

Science does not undertake to ex- 
plain the ultimate constitution of 
things. What we think of as Time, 
Space, Matter, Force, Motion, etc., are 
doubtless only representatives of re- 
alities which we can never fully com- 
prehend. Yet oboriginal man, as well 
I as the highest representativeof civil- 
i izatiun is obliged to regard these as 
objective realities. And through the 
countless industrial processes and 
modes of locomotion which science has 
given us, our lives are regulated just as i 
his limited acquaintance with the 
properties of surrounding bodies regu- 
lates the life of the savage. 

With this brief view of science, we 
will now examine Christian Science. 

According to Mrs. Eddy, Christian 
Science is based upon four “self-evi- 
dent propositions.” 

What characterizes a self-evident . 
proposition? First, it must be easy I 
of comprehension. Second, it must 
be undeniably true. To illustrate: the 
shortest distance between two points 
is a straight line; or, things equal to 
the same thing are equal to each other. 
These are self-evident propositions. 
They are easy of comprehension and 
their denial cannot be conceived. But 
uo one would regard the Pathagorean 
proposition, viz., that the sum of the 
squares on two sides of a right angle 
triangle equals the square of the ' 
hypothenime as a self-evident proposi- I 
tion. Not because it is not true, but 
because it is so difficult of comprehen- 
sion that its truth is not easily seen. 
Neither would any one speak of La 
Place’s Nebula Hypothesis as a self- 
videut proposition for the reason that 
it is not only too di 9101111 of conception, , 
but also its truth may be questioned. 

Now, with the above conception of 
what constitutes a self-evident proposi- 
tion, let us examine the so called self- 
evident propositions of Christian 
Science. Here they are. 

Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures, Page 7. 

1. God is All in all. 

2. God is good. Good in Mind. 

3. God, spirit, being all, nothing 
is matter. 

4. Life, God, omnipotent Good, 
deny death, evil, sin, disease. 

It is not necessary to point out that 
none of these propositions is undeniably 
true, nor that they are not easy of 
comprehension. The most important 
question is, does any of them come 
within the range of human conception? 
No, unquestionably. To have a concep- 
tion of God as embracing everything, 
even one’s self, is so far beyond the 
grasp of the finite mind that no in- 
telligent, honest person could claim 
to possess such power. And the same 
is true of the other three propositions. 
Their perfect conception requires an 
infinite mental grasp. 

Yet these very propositions, more 
comprehensive and far reaching than 
the most elaborate conclusions of 
Astronomy, Geology, or any other 
Science are the “self-evident proposi- 
tions” of Christian Science Can 
anything more unscientific be im- 
agined? By the use of these “self- 
evident propositions,” Mrs. Eddy ex- 
pects to convince the babe that fire 
does not burn, and herself that she 
can have a tooth extracted without 
pain. Doubtless the argument will 
be eqiiatly convincing in both cases. 

Nothing is more likely to result in 
a faulty conclusion than an imperfect 
conception of the things reasoned 
about. Even iu such an exact science 
as mathematics, by the use of a term 
the full meaning of which Is not fully 
comprehended, the most absurd con- 
clusion may be reached. 

To illustrate, take the equa- 
tion (l) 6f4 -6t4 

By transposing, we 
have (2) b-o 4-4 

Factoring gives (3) 3(2-2) 2(2-2) 

Dividing both sides 
of the equuBiou 
by 2-2 gives (4) 3 2 

But three is not equal to tsvo, yet 
every step in the train of reasoning 
seems to be iu accordance with mathe- 
matical principles. Where is the 
error? Simply in not recognizing the 
full meaning of equaaion No. 3. 

While 3 (2-2), equals 2 (2-2). it does 
not follow that 3 equals 2, but that 
3 times zero, equals 2 times zero for 
2-2 equals zero. 

Why is it that there are so many 
schools of medicine and only one of 




Physiology? Why are religions so 
numerous and only one science? Sim- 
ply because Physiology, and science 
in general, deal with something 
definite; while religion and medicine 
deal with something more or leas Im- 
perfectly understood. 

Herein lies the fallacy of Christian 
Science. Science proceeds from the 
known to the unknown. Christian 
Science proceeds from the unknown to 
prove that the known is a delusion. 
By making use of the four above 
enumerated “self-evident proposi- 1 
tions, ” Mrs. Eddy tries to demon- 
strate that there is no such thing as ! 
pain, sickness and death. This is 
much like starting with some of the 
elaborate theorems of conic-section 
and attempting to demonstrate the 
fallacy of the axioms of mathematics. 

But Mrs. Eddy in reality deceives 
nobody. It is absolutely impossible 
to expel from the mind the belief in 
the existence of pain. 

If Mrs. Eddy or any of her disci- 
ples will come to Newton some morn- 
ing when the roads are good and the 
temperature below zero, and will ride 
with me in an automobile twenty-five 
miles in one hour with her head and , 
hands unprotected, and at the return 
of the journey will go into a room at i 
a temperature of i<X) degrees, and I 
after getting her ears and fingers well 
thawed out will convince me she has 
no pain, then I will join the Christian 
Science church and pay liberally 
towards its support. 

Pain is a sensation produced by 
over stimulation of a nerve. Approach 
a fire on a cold day. The sensation is 
pleasurable. Go nearer. The effect is 1 
painful. Go much nearer. The pain ! 
is unbearable. 

Pain is one of the first sensations | 
experienced in life, and one of the 
last to lingen* This sensation is uni- , 
versal in the animal kingdom. It 
performs an important function in 
animal economy. This can be no 
better expressed than in the old adage, 
“the burnt child dreads the fire.” 

But the doctrine that pain is a reali- 
ty needs no defence. We always have 
had pain when conditions were favor- 
able, and there is absolutely no dan- 
ger that our belief in this painful 
reality will ever be shaken. 

While there is no harm in teaching, 
or rather trying to teach, that pain 
and death are delusions of mortal 
mind, because nobody will be con- 
vinced, but teaching that there are 
no diseases that one needs to guard 
against, or that correct living so far 
as food, clothing, exercise, pure air. 
and iu general, careful observation of 
hygienic principles has nothing to do 
with health is bad, very oad, and 
must be productive of much harm. 

But the edict which has been sent 
out by the discoverer of Christian 
Science, viz., that Christian Science 
Doctors are not to treat infectious or 
contagious diseases is the most sensi- 
ble thing Mrs. Eddy ever did. 

For poverty of thought, repetitions, 
ambiguity, harmful deductions, de- 
ception and ludicrous imbecility. 
“Science aud Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” is unrivalled. For the 
benefit of the reader who is not for- 
tunate enoitgh to own a copy, I will 
quote a few passages. (Page 233, Art. 
XXIX Christian Science Platform.”) 
“The word Adam is from the Hebrew 
adamah, signifying the red color of 
the ground, dust, nothingness. Divide 
the name Adam into two syllables, 
and it reads a dam, or obstruction. 
This suggests the thought of some- 
thing fluid, of mortal mind in solu- 
tion, of darkness which seems to 
appear when darkness was on the face 
of the deep and matter stood as op- 
posed to Spirit, as that which is ac- 
cursed.” What better illustrates the 
saying, “there is only one step from 
the sublime to the ridiculous.” 

On page 70 is found the following : 

“If a dose of poison is swallowed 
by mistake, aud the patient dies, even 
though physician and patient are ex- 
pecting favorable results, does belief, 
you ask, cause this death? Even so. 
aud as directly as if the poison had 
been taken intentionally. In such 
cases, a few persons believe the potion 
swallowed by the patient to be harm- 
less ; but the vast majority of man- 
kind, though they know nothing of 
this particular case and this special 
person, believe the arsenic, the 
strychniue or whatever the drug used, 
to be poisonous, for it has been set 
down as a poison by mortal mind. 
The consequence ia that the result is 
controlled by the majority of opinions 
outside, not by the infinitesimal 
minority of opinions in the sick room." 

Although we cau not modify the 
tarifi' without a majority vote, it is 
painful to learn that the condition of 
the minority i* 210 hopeless. 

This passage occurs on page 133, 
“A little girl who had occasionally 
listened to my explanations, wounded 
her finger badly. She seemed not to 
notice it. On being questioned about 
it, she answered ingeniously, ‘There 
in no sensation in matter. 1 Bounding 
off with laughing eyes, she presently 
added, ‘Mamma, my finger is not a 
bit sore. ’ ’ ’ 

This child was certainly wise be- 
yond her years, but what have you to 
say about the following? “You can 
even educate a healthy horse so far iu 
Physiology that he will take cold with- 
out a blanket; whereas t lie wild ani- 
mal left to his instincts, sniffs the air 
with delight. The epuzootic is a 
humanly eiivolved aliment which a 
wild horse might never ha ve. ” How 
thoroughly over-educated the pigs, 
sheep aud cattle must be in New Eng- 
land, to cause such prevalence of the 
hoof and mouth disease. 

Page 382. “The tobacco-user eat-

tury, sometimes tells you "that ‘the' | Boston Elevated Railway Go. 
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ing or smoking poison for half a cen- 
tury. sometimes tells you that the 
weed preserves his health; but does 
this make it so? Does his assertion 
prove the use of tobacco to be a salub- 
rious habit, and a man the better for 
it?” Would you not say, most cer- 
tainly, in accordance with the laws of 
Christian Seience. But here is the 
answer. “Such instances only prove 
the illusive physical effect of belief, 
confirming the Scriptural conclusion. 
‘As a man thinketh in his heart, so 
is he.’ ” 

Page 380-1. “Expose the error 
which would impose penalties for 
transgressions of the physical laws of 
health. . . . Bathing and rubbing to 
alter the secretions or remove un- 
healthy exhalation from the cuticles 
receive a useful rebuke from Christian 
healing.” The above needs no com- 
ment. 

It is not necessary to further multi- 
ply these quotations. I only wish 
every family had a copy of Mrs. Eddy’s 
book. The cure for Christian Science, 
as for the trusts, is publicity. To the 
scientific mind, there is nothing either 
alarming or surprising in the rapid 
spread of Christian Science. What 
Mrs. Eddy says about the laws of 
hygiene and what the members of her 
church do are two things. As far as 
my observation goes, a Christian 
Scientist is just as careful to button 
his coat when going from a hot room 
into a cold December air as I am. 
And since they are to treat no surgical 
cases or contagious diseases the pub- 
lic is quite safe. It may be well to 
mention, however, that on page 400 | 
in Science and Health, etc., Mrs. i 
Kddv claims to have set a dislocated 
joint and broken backbone bv “men- 
tal surgery alone.” 

The rapid spread of Christian 
Science Is not surprising, for it is 
only a short step from orthodoxy to 
tliis new superstition. Christian 
Science is a fairly logical conclusion 
from some of the fundamental princi- 
ples of Christianity, such a us belief iu 
an infallible bible, the efticaci* of 
prayer, etc., coupled with the old 
theory of idealism as handed down 
through Bishop Berkeley. 

Its name has had much to do with 
its progress. The great achievement 
of Science in the last century and the 
hard blows it has dealt to religious 
superstitions has won for science 
much respect. So to have Christianity 
and Science harnessed together in the 
term Christian Science makes a 
* ‘ticklish team”. Had the new fad been 
called Christian Metaphysics or 
Christian Sophistry, it would not 
have been so tempting. 

Of all the directions in which the 
public may be deceived, there are none 
in which it is easier to “fool part 
of the people all the time,” than in 
religion and the practice of medicine. 
The tenacity of religious superstition 
is only rivalled bv that of the healing 
art. And when the two systems are 
combined iu Christian Science we 
have a combination hard to beat. 

But “you can’t fool all the people 
all the time.” Man in his intellectual 
development passes through three 
stages. First, the unanimity of the 
ignorant; second, the disagreement 
of the inquiring ; third, the unanimity 
of the wise. And the man of science J 
knows full well that in due time the 
errors of Christian Science are sure to 
be repudiated. For “though the mills 
of Got! grind slowly, they grind ex- 
ceeding small. Though with patience 
He stands waiting, with exactness 
grinds He all.”

6IN GRAVEN UPON MARBLE. 

W»nlni to Those Who Take Snail 

Dnrlnii Worihlp, 

There la a qunlnt old pnrlah church In 
Plurlen, Brittany, built In the early 
part of the fifteenth century and hav- i 
ing, with many other primitive ur 
rangementB, the bell rope from the licl- 1 
fry hanging down from the roof of the 
nave nnd dangling Just In front of the 
pulpit, so tlmt the process of bell ring- 
ing 1b performed In full view of the 
congregation. But what waa more pe- 
culiar was the projection at right an- 
gles from one of the walls (also near 
the pulpit) of a sculptured hand and 
arm of full size as though held out from 
the shoulder by somebody built Into the 
solid fabric of the wall ltnelf, nnd the 
hand opened nnd, palm upward and fin- 
gers extended, Imd a suggestion of ap- 
peal and solicitation which naturally 
provoked curiosity. 

As there was no Inscription or any- 
thing to hint at the nature of the story 
that evidently lay behind the sculp- 
tured limb, I made inquiry of a charm- 
ing old lady who was decorating the 
altar with flowers In view’ of the next 
day’s high muss, nnd she told me that 
many years ago, in the fnroff past, 
there was n wicked villager who went 
Indeed to mass, but was far from de- 
vout, nnd on one occasion he bo far for- 
got himself In the service on n hot sum- 
mer's day ns to hold out bis hand 
through the open door or window to an 
equally undevout friend outside for n 
pinch of snuff. 

The pinch was duly given, but St 
Peter, the patron saint of the church, 
was so scandalized by so terrible a 
want of reverence that he straightway 
paralyzed the arm of the offending 
snuff taker, who thereupon took to his 
bed and died, hut not before he hnd ad- 
mitted the justice of hla punishment 
and had left directions In his will for 
setting up in the church of the marble 
reminder of his sin In order that all fu- 
ture villagers In Plurlen might be warn- 
ed against the terrible enormity of al- 
lowing any distraction to Interrupt tho 
devout heurlng of the mass. It 1 b a 
curious story and reminds one that 
there has been un Infancy In religion 
aB well ns In most other of the great 
motive powers of existence.— Glusgow 
Herald.

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TARBOX HEARING. 

Closing Days of Police 
Investigation. 

Arjfmncnls of Mr. Ivy and Mr. Rich- 
ardson Summarized. 


At the sixth daily session of the po- 
lice investigation at City Hall last 
Friday morning:, the prosecution 
rested its case. Mr. Ivy wanted 10 
of the remaining charges stricken 
Otit but his motion was denied. Three 
charges however were withdrawn 
with the consent of Mr. Richardson. 
One of these related to a man being 
allowed to serve as a police officer 
contrary to the civil service laws; 
another to the use of profane lan- 
guage by the chief, and the third to 
illegal sales of liquor in a drug store. 
Charge 15, relating to Wright’s drug 
store, withdrawn Thursday, was re- 
stored. 

When the hearing opened, Patrol- 
man Noah F. Bosworth testified to 
the arrest of one Neville ns a desert- 
er. 

Mr. Ivy then outlined the line of 
defence. He explained the chief’s 
method of opening letters without 
looking at them, and said the Me- 
Alcer letter was opened in that way. 
In reference to the letters to Sergt. 
Bartlett and to the Newton Police 
Relief Association, Mr. Ivy said they ; 
were properly opened under the cir- j 
cumstances. 

Regarding charge 2b, that no ac- j 
tion was taken where an officer was 
drunk on duty. Mr. Ivy said he had 
pretty good evidence that Officer Nea- j 
gle, was the only teetotaller on the 
force. Regarding charge 27, he said the 
chief paid Kennedy ?1 a week to 
look after his furnace. Concerning 
charge 29, Mr. Richardson produced an 
affidavit from the clerk of the New 
Hampshire court relative to the pro- 
ceedings in regard to the warrant, j 
This was admitted. 

Relative to No. 33, Mr. Ivy claimed 
that the department was unable to ! 
tell where McAleer got the capias, i 
The fact was, he said, McAleer had 
not reported the arrest to headquart- 
ers. The chief marked on the capias, 

4 ‘No fee.” Concerning charge 34, 
the chief would answer it on the 
stand. Mr. Ivy here submitted the 
chief’s report for 1901 as evidence. 

Henry C. Daniels testified that he 
had been asked to sign the petition 
for investigation by officer Conroy. 

Sergt. John Purcell had no recol- 
lection of telling O’ Ha Horan that any 
one contributing to a present for 
Capt. Huestis was a “marked man.” 

The witness then testified that he 
had no fault to find with the chief’s 
conduct in regard to the department. 
Since his becoming chief, the depart- 
ment had been improved. 

Ex-Alderman F. L. Nagle testified 
that Chief Tarbox was the best dis- 
ciplinarian Newton has ever had. 

Judge John C. Kennedy of the 
Newton police court said the case of 
Amelia Sachendi was disposed of by i 
him after an investigation by his pro- ! 
bation officer. He found that she had 
children and concluded that the com- 
munity would be well served by con- i 
tinuing the case. Later an officer J 
testified that she was not guilty of 
selling liquor, upon which he placed 
the case on file. 

“Whatever I did,” said the judge, 
‘‘I did of my own volition on infor- 
mation furnished me by the officers 
and my probation officer.” Judge 
Kennedy said that he had found 
Chief Tarbox to be an able, honest, 
efficient, capable officer, always will- 
ing to do whatever he was called upon 
to do in connection with cases in court 
and sometimes going beyond the 
limits of the city when his services 
were required. 

Lieut. F. M, Mitchell testified that 
to the best of his knowledge Officer ! 
Harrison was paid $3 half pay, for ! 
three days more than he was. entitled 
to. He usually made up the pay roll. 

Sergt. W. H. Pierce of Boston testi- 
fied as to the assault on Chief Tarbox 
by a beggar in that city in 1901. 

Lieut. Mitchell did not remember 
any order that reports of illegal liquor 
selling be made in writing. He 
thought that the friction between 1 
Chief Tarbox and Capt. Huestis might 
have caused the latter’s resignation. : 
He also knew there had been some 
friction between the chief and Sergt. 
Bartlett. The latter, he said, refused 
to speak to him (Mitchell) for over a 
year. 

Samuel Barnard, a real estate dealer, 
called by the petitioners, described the 
transaction in which the chief is 
alleged to have interfered. He said 
he had trouble in getting a signature 
to a deed. He understood that this 
was because the chief had spoken to 
the seller of the property, Samuel 
Fleming. He made a complaint to 
the mayor. 

John A. Potter said he had had a 
real estate transaction with a man 
named Landers, who had been intro- 
duced to him by Chief Tarbox. He 
sold a piece of property to Landers. 
When the papers were ready to be 
passed, the chief said to him: “I have 
talked with Landers; 1 think I ought 
to have $250 on that deal.” The wit- 
ness said he could uot see it. Later 
Mr. Landers said to him: “What are 
you going to do for the chief/” Wit- 
ness said, “I don't see why he should 
expect any favors from me.” After 
considerable talk Landers said: “If 
you will send him $25 I will send him 
$25. This was done. 

The witness then detailed efforts to 
sell the Bennett place in Newton. It 
was sold by Mr. LeLand. After the 
sale the witness met Chief Tarbox 
and said to him : “Chief, why wasn’t 
I in on the Iiennett sale/” He said: 
“I was in on that. I have an agree- 
ment with Mr. Iceland whereby I am 
to receive $500. ” 

Cross-examined, the witness said he 
had reported the Bennett sale to the 
mayor. 


Mr. Potter thought it was proper for 
the chief to assist him in the sate of 
a piece of property. 

Rut wholly improper to make a sale 
of a piece of real estate and take the 
I commission himself. 

Inspectors Rooney and Shields of 
Boston said Chief Tarbox was an 
efficient officer and nit honorable man. 

Peter Mnhnr, the counsel for Mrs. 
Saciicndi in the arson case, stated to 
1 Mr, Ivy that the chief’s action in the 
case was that of an active, able prose- 
cutor, and that he covered all details 
1 in most vigorous manner, as welt ns 
any attorney he had ever met;so well, 

| in fact, that he had some feeling 
! about it. 

AUlcrtuan G. H. Mcllcn told Mr. i 
Ivy he was chairman of the committee 
on claims when the cases of Goode 
l and O’ Ha Koran came up. The coiti- 
i tuittee decided the men were not en- 
titled to regular pay. The chief’s 
' conduct had been excellent. 

I Alderman A. S. Norris, chairman 
of the police committee, believed the 
chief’s management of the depart- 
ment was first class. 

Lieut. John Ryan said to Mr. Ivy that 
I since Tarbox became chief, the force 
I had been improved in every reaped. 
So far as he had seen, the chief had 
used the men in the department all 
right To Mr. Richardson, witness 
said there was more dissatisfaction in 
the defiartuient now than before chief 
came. 

Patrolman James A. Mills was 
called to show that the chief was uot 
negligent in prosecuting illegal liquor 
sellers in his district, Thompsonville. 
He related several instances where 
suspected persons were raided. Once 
he said, the persons the chief Intended 
to raid on information furnished by 
him were “tipped off” by another 
policeman. They rigged up in plain 
clothes, and went in a team with 
a load of hav, but when they got 
to the place to be raided, which 
was on Officer Mariner's route, the 
persons had been apprised of their 
coming. 

Patrolman Martin J. NeagLe, who 
was said by vritnessses to have been 
drunk while on duty March 26, 1900, 
denied the charge. He said positively 
that he was perfectly* sober. 

On Saturday morning Chief Tarbox 
took the stand himself and told a 
i story of his conduct as head of the 
I police department which is virtually a 
complete denial of all save two or 
three of the charges which are being 
investigated before Mayor Weeks. 

I Incidentally, the chief made accusa- 
J tions against certain officers in the 
i department which will undoubtedly be 
\ the subject of serious consideration 
' by the mayor. Those accused by the 
j chief will be allowed to tell their own 
j versions of the matters in which they 
are held accountable by him. 

A very strong point against the 
general charge of incapacity and mis- 
management made against the chief, 
was scored by him when the mayor 
said he was satisfied that the business 
of the department was in excellent 
condition, and when Atty. Richardson 
for the petitioners admitted that the 
affairs of the police department were 
in better shape than when Chief Tar- 
box took charge. 

The chief admitted that he had 
opened several letters unintentionally, 
and that he had opened a letter ad- 
dressed to Sergt. Bartlett intentional- 
ly, believing that it related to police- 
business and that under the circum- 
stances he had a right to open it. 
The letter had not passed through the 
mail, but was in one of the depart- 
ment envelopes, lying on the desk of 
Sergt. Bartlett, where, in the ordinary 
course of business, it would not have 
j been found by the sergeant for four 
i hours. 

Mayor Weeks said his understanding 
of the testimony was that the chief 
: pleaded guilty of opening this letter 
intentionally, and that he felt justi- 
fied in doing so, but whether or not 
he takes the same view of that matter 
as the chief he did not intimate. It 
is the impression of those who heard 
the testimony that the chief will re- 
ceive a reprimand of some sort for 
his conduct in this instance. The 
mayor further said he was satisfied 
that the chief had acted indiscreetly 
in the affair with the beggar in front 
of The Herald office in Boston. 

On Monday, the eighth and last 
day of the hearing Chief Tarbox 
stated that Bretton never had been 
appointed an officer of the city of i 
Newton. had done special work, ' 

the chief said, at Norumbega park in 
j the city, but he had been paid by the 
park management. At one time he 
was employed by the city to watch 
fire-alarm boxes, because many false 
alarms were being rung in. 

I At this point counsel Richardson 
introduced certified copies of records 
in connection with the conviction of 
Bretton in Maine courts for alleged 
I liquor selling. Mr. Richardson took 
occasion to correct a statement made 
j In h iin Saturday to the effect that 
Bretton had served <>0 days in jail. 
The lawyer said the sentence had 
been imposed, but hail not been served, 
as on an appeal from the decision of 
the lower court the penalty had been 
reversed and a fine substituted. 

Mayor Weeks said he would rule 
that there was no evidence that Brit- 
ton was ever employed as a special 
or any other kind of officer in Newton, 
but that there was evidence that he 
was employed to do work, and paid 
for it. In consideration of this fact, 
and the ultimatum, which seemed to 
be well grounded, that the chief 
would be likely to be cognizant of 
Britton's record, the mayor said 
he would admit the records and con- 
sider the whole matter. 

The records showed that Britton 
was convicted of illegal liquor sell- 
ing at Jive different tunes. 

Atty. Ivy called the mayor’s atten- 
tion to the fact that all these indict- 
ments were subsequent to 1899, when 
Britton was employed to watch the 
fire alarm box, and said if they had 
any significance, it was in connec- 
tion with the night that Britton was 
sent out to cover another officer’s 
route, when no one else was avail- 
able. 

In his questioning, counsel Kich- 
ardsou established the fact that on 
the day Patrolman McAleer arrested 
a prisoner for the superior court on a 
capias, Patrolmen Harrison and Mc- 
Neil made arrests on capiasc*. blit

1 on the blotter at police headquarters.

ft oa British Soil. 

Curious Indeed Is an American fort 
[which was built on British soli. How 
many con guess what fort it Is and 
iwhere located? The name la Fort 
Montgomery, and the location Is on on 
Island nenr the foot of Lake Champlain, 
'•bout half a mile northeast of Rouse’s 
Point, N. Y. 

A short time ago, when traveling In 
that part of the country, I saw this fort 
and asked the name of It. “Why, that 
Is Fort Blunder,” said my informant. 
*Dl& you never hear of It?” I confessed 
Ignorance, and he explained matters. 

It seems that after the war of 1812 
the government of the United States 
became convinced that the entrance to 
Lake Champlain should be guarded by 
a fort strong enough to engage any 
British fleet which might attempt to 
force an entrance to the lake, and so 
Fort Montgomery was constructed at 
a cost of nearly $500,000. It was an 
Immense fortification for those days 
and was arranged for three tiers of 
guns. 

Just about the time It wns completed 
the joint surveyors fixing the line be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
came along and, after doing a good bit 
of figuring, announced that Fort Mont- 
gomery wns on Canadian soli. The 
northern boundary of New York state 
was the forty-fifth parallel, and this 
fort was several hundred yards over 
the line. Work on the fort enme to an 
immediate standstill, and the matter 
was made the subject of a special 
treaty. 

It was decided that in view of the 
fact that the United States had not in- 
tentionally encroached on Canadian soil 
the forty-fifth parallel should be bent a 
little out of its course at this point so 
as to include the fort. That Is why 
the fort is called “Fort Blunder.” It 
waB never armed and has never been 
occupied by more than one or two men. 
—New York Herald.

HUNTING CARIBOU. 

Ofl«, Shut Through fhv Hr»M, Rai 
Two Hundred Yards,

says 8. W. Watts In (Jollier’s Weekly, j 
wrltlDg about bunting these admail | 
Id Newfoundland. My companion used 
a 30.40 Winchester and the writer used 1 
an .8 Mannlicher. With such strong 
guns we were seldom able to stop a 
big stag with a single shot, even when 
hit In a vital spot. One that the writ- 
er shot through the heart ran with the 
rest of the drove for 200 yards, as 
though he had not been touched, be- 
fore collapsing. When we opened him, 
he had only one bullet hole and Uls 
heart was cut In two. Another went 
about the same distance on the Jump 
with both fore shoulders broken and a 
bullet through the neck. On several 
other occasions the stngs when hit 
went off with such strength that when 
they fell they dug their antlers In the 
ground and turned complete somer- 
saults. 

The first caribou we killed was a 
fawn. We picked him out beenuse we 
wanted meat, and, being young, we 
thought he ought to be tender. In fact 
however, his meat was almost useless 
—lean, tough, stringy and very dark 
In color. This was difficult to under- j 
stand, and the guides, for some reason, 
were unable to offer on explanation. 
However, I learned the reason later. 

It appears that during the mating Ben- 
son the fawns are weaned. The old 
stag, driving the fawn away from the 
mother, will strike him with his horns 
and chase him half a mile. As soon 
as the stag gives up the ebase and 
turns back to the doe the fawn will re- 
turn; then the Btag will chase him 
again. This Is kept up for eight or ten 
days, with tbo result that from worry, 
violent exercise and change of diet the 
meat of the fawn becomes for a time 
unpalatable. 

THE APOSTLES. 

' EmlilFmi Bellowed Upon Them by 
the Medleral Artliti, 

| The medlBeval artlstB, having no Idea 
of the personal appearance of the Sav- 
iour's followers, adopted a set of signs, 
or emblems, for each, which soon be 
came fnmlllar to all. The emblem of 
Peter wqb either a large key or two 
keys crossed, which Is readily explain- 
ed by referring to tbe words of Christ 
(Matthew xvi, ID), “And I will give un- 
to thee tbe keyB of tbe kingdom of 
heaven.” The emblem of Taul was a 
sword aud a book— the latter to remind 
the beholder that he was a teacher of 
men, the former to Indicate that be was 
beheaded with a sword. St. Andrew 
was usually figured standing by n cross 
shaped like a letter X, that being the 
form of the cross upon which legend 
nays he was crucified. The emblem of 
St. James the Great was either a sword, 
referring to the fact that he was also 
beheaded, or n pilgrim's staff, he being 
a great traveler. 

St. John’s emblem was a caldron, re- 
ferring to his experience in the boiling 
oil.

A Protest ngatnsi a recent attack upon 
Ihc Suptrnamrai in LbrlstlanliT. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

While I am in sympathy with some | 
| of Mr. Stanley’s views respecting the 
| unscientific character of Christian 
Science as set forth in his recent arti- 
cle in your paper, “Science vs Chris- 
tian Science,” — I must protest against 
his attacks upon Christianity. 

He asserts that the supernatural 
part of Christianity is just as objec- 
tionable from the scientific standpoint 
ns Christian Science. 

He proceeds then to cite ati incident 
from the story of Joshua as if that 
were part of the supernatural in 
Christianity. 

It may be well to remind him that 
the Old Testament story containing 
Joshua’s command to the sun and J 
moon to stand still is quoted from the 
lost book of Jnsher. That was pro- 
I bably an old collection of poetry, 1 
songs of great deeds. The quotation 
; is no more to be received literally than 
such expressions as “The mountains 
skipped like rams.” 

“O Thou most Mighty, gird Thy 
sword upon Thy thigh.” 

Joshua wanted to have a sweeping 
victory and so the poet represents him 
as commanding the sun and moon to 
stand still, I 

We might well parallel the expres- 
sion by supposing that a most kindly < 
maker of automobiles in his eager- 1 
ness to make a gift of the very best 
machine yet invented to every man 
and woman in Newton, were repre- 
sented as calling upon the mines 
to give up their ores and their coal, 
upon the trees to yield their strongest 
branches and upon the cattle to supply 
the firmest leather. The poet friend 
of the benevolent giver might say 
that he was so eager to distribute his 
benefactions that he cried out, “O 
that the days were longer. O that the 
sun might not go down and that the 
moon might keep on shining until I 
turned out enough automobiles for all 
the people in Newton to ride wherever 
they would.” 

There was a time when some reli- 
gious sects taught the verbal inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures, and made any 
part of the Bible as valuable as any 
other part. No allowance whatever 
was made for the fact that a revela- 
tion to men must come in a human 
dress and therefore with human de- 
fects. The better view which has al- 
ways been held in the church, and 
which is now very generally adopted, 
is that this mass of literature origi- 
nating in. different parts of the world 
and at different times is of different 
values. It is a progressive revelation 
culminating in Christianity.” 

With reference to the supernatural 
in Christianity it may be said that 
there has been a marked change of 
view in late years, for whereas during 
the domination of the materialism of 
a short time back some men were 
ready to deny everything that could 
not be accounted for by the processes 
they employed in the material 
sciences. Now some of the best scien- 
tists hesitate to deny the supernatural. 
Men, quite as scientific as our friend, 
are telling their fellow scientists to 
be cautious in their denials for there 
are realms beyond their knowledge. 

One of the dicta of the highest 
learning of our day is that no one 
should make the universal denial in 
which Mr. Stanley unfortunately has 
indulged, perhaps unwittingly in- 
dulged. 

His scientific brethren would ask 
him to be much more sure of his facts 
before asserting that there is no basis 
for the supernatural. Perhaps Prof. 
John Fiske’s book on “Life Everlast- 
ing” might be helpful reading for 
many perplexed people in these days. 

Mr. Stanley’s denial of the super- 
natural birth of Christ, the miracle of 
the raising of Lazarus, and our Lord’s 
own resurrection, do not destroy the 
facts. The denial simply means that 
the objector lias not properly studied 
his subject. There is one monument- 
al witness which must be taken into 
account. Here is the Christian church 
in the world, founded upon the most 
indubitable evidence that a unique 
Personality once lived among men, 
that He died and was buried and that 
He came to life again. 

There never had been any church if 
the being whose name it bears had 
been an ordinary man. 

It would be well if any one has any 
doubts as to the facts of Christ’s 
resurrection to read the preface to the , 
late James Freeman Clark's little j 
book called “Thomas Didymus.” 

I am very sorry to write this letter 
because I have high respect for Mr. | 
Stanley and because I think he had a 
good motive in warning people against ! 
Christian Science, but I could not re- j 
frain from protesting against the j 
needless and unfair attacks upon the . 
religion of which I am a minister.

The Tarbox Hearing Re= 
viewed By an Outsider. 


Tke Homofoiis Side of the Investi- 
gation cleverly presented. 


RKFRINTFI* FROM BOSTON TIMES. 


Have any of my readers fol- 
TorwtKl the “hearing’’ at West Newton 
of charges against Chief of Police 
'Tarbox? Those who have missed 
Testing the reports of the evidence 
have robbed themselves of a good 
eleal of fun. Up to this writing Fri- 
day noon, the public has been in- 
formed by the astute prosecution of 
this case that Tarbox shonld be re- 
moved for the following reasons, 
■which I will put in condensed form 
for easy reading: 

1 Because he has failed, when 
asked courteously, to transfer patrol- 
men from night to day. It certainly 
is^ a shame that Newton policemen 
should be forced to keep awake nights. 

2 Because he has failed to address 
an officer under him as “Sir” and take 
off his hat. 

3 Because he has acted “bossy,” 

4 Because he did not O. K. all 
claims for fees and extra pay presented 
to him. 

5 Because he opened a letter ad- 
dressed to himself, but which con- 
tained a free ticket, a high honor, for 
the Grand High Master Potentate of 
the Amalgamated Order of Needy 
Cops, and therefore, said potentate 
was prevented, like Cinderella, from 
attending the annual ball. 

6 Because he had the supreme 
audacity, the criminal cunning and 
the degenerate maliciousness to send 
a policeman to a wedding where said 
policeman received only S3 notwith- 
standing the demand of said police- 
man that he be sent to another wed- 
ding the same night from which he 
would have come richer by a $5 bill, 
a hunk of wedding cake, some left- 
over rice and a pair of red mittens, 
the gift of the bride. 

7 Because he had transferred a 
policeman from a nice hand-out beat 
in the centre of West Newton to a 
beat in the suburbs where even the 
servant girls were few and tar between. 

8 Because he came from Fitchburg. 

9 Because he was given the job for 
which a fine old tomato in Newton 
had been ripening for 19 Years. 

10 Because in counts 19 to 216 he 
did what the mayor told him. 

11 Because he forgot to call the re- 
porters and tell them to write up 
policemen in various “cases” as 
paragons of sleuth-like skill who 
would make Sherlock Holmes look 
like six nickels. 

12 Because he kept out of public 
sight a policeman’s services and a 
scandal which would have hurl a 
young girl and her family in the eyes 
of the public. 

13 Because he is generally to 
generalliasitnus and should be retired 
because we say so. 

And so on for a few other charges, ; 
which are being weeded out so fast ( 
however, that the public will soon i 
have a last laugh. 

I happened to know Tarbox when 
he was up in Worcester county, but 
haven’t seen him since he got out 
Newton way. He was then, and I 
guess he is now, a big, tall, strong, 
nigged man with a pleasant face who 
looks the part of chief of police to 
perfection. He also bears himself 
with composure and dignity and talks 
with you in a modest and sensible 
manner when approached in and out 
of his office. I have met quite a 
number of all kinds of officials in ray 
day and know pretty well the type of 
uniform wearer who puffs up like a 
gum drop when a question is poked 
hiB way by anybody but his superior. 
Mr. Tarbox is not one of these. He 
as active both bodily and mentally and 
does not go after law breakers 
in uniform and with a brass band. * 

I have not heard that Newton has 
been overrun with thieves and crooks 
under Tarbox’s management, on the 
contrary I remember reading in the 
newspapers that he had caught with 
his own hands a number of trouble- 
some law breakers. The long list of 
“charges” against him has nothing to 
say against him as a public officer. The 


crimes for which he is arraigned might 
well be preferred against the hostler at 
Mayor Weeks’ stable. They are all 
so trivial and so ineffective on their 
face that a man of sense migh hesi- 
tate against doing anything but laugh 
when the subject is mentioned, and 
the most paralyzing thing in connec- 
tion with the whole affair is that It 
has demonstrated the possibility of 
using the machinery of a city like 
Newton in such a frivolous manner. 
The real strength of the city of New- 
ton, the men who do business in 
Bolton and don’t care a rap about the 
village sleuths so long as their ser- 
vant girls are not bothered, of course 
know nothing about the matter either 
way, and cate less. The cheap 
jealousy which started the attack is 
confined to a Jittle circle of grafters 
who, by theirM’P eur2i,lce as witnesses, 
hat. simply disclosed themselves as 
targets and have got back with inter- 
est what they started out to get. 

The charges are a lot of stuff and 
nonsense which in a household would 
be called servants’ gossip. 

When a chief of police is attacked 
personally the usual charges are that 
he is a drunkard, that he supports 
more than one family, that he takes 
money from law breakers to tie easy 
with them, and that he behaves in a 
manner unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman. No such charges were 
brought against Tarbox. A man of 
experience with police departments 
would hesitate before trying to oust 
a chief for less weighty reasons. 

The outcome of this case it. not 
wholly certain, but if I may be per- 
mitted, 1 would like to give Mayor 
Weeks and Chief Tarbox a suggestion, 
-which is, that the former direct the 
latter to seize by collar and seat of 
trousers the members of the depart- 
ment who have ^o cheaply mutinied 
and project them through the front 


door of city hall into the street. The 
candidates for removal from the force 
have made their own applications bo 
plainly that all trouble of searching 
them out is unnecessary. They are 
the kind never tolerated on an efficient 
police force lacking principally the 
one thing needful, which ia obedience 
to their superiors.

He was always closely associated 
with his brother, the late Joseph N.

In 1854 Mr. Bacon married Adeline 
E. Learned, a daughter of Daniel and 
Lucy Learned of Watertown. His 
two sons, Charles Franklin and Ed- 
ward Learned, are connected with the 
bank, while its president, Mr. Francis 
Murdock, is his nephew.

THE FISH SURGEON. 


WHAT 18 A “COLD?” 


OPERATIONS WHICH HE PERFORMS 
UPON HIS PATIENTS. 


Knife nnd Shear* Are Used. and the 
Fish May Be Kept Oat of Water 
From Fire to Seven Minute*— Hott 
Medicine* Are Administered.

The fish doctor, like the regular doc- ] 
for, glvCB medicine, performs surgical j 
(operations and superintends his pa- ! 
Bents’ diet and environment. These j 
are the principal operations which he 
performs: Trimming the fish's tall with 
fish ebenrs when fungous growths eu- j 
large It: stripping the flsh to remove ; 
the eggs or milt that have not been 
naturally deposited; excising with the , 
lance tumors. Incernted scales and i 
splinters of bone. 

Among the medicines that the fish , 
doctor gives are castor oil for swelling 
of the swimming bladder und nux vom- j 
lea for debility and emaciation. This 
specialist also presides over the food 
of the flsh, Inspects their food troughs 
thoroughly and makes microscopic ex- I 
amlnatlons of their water to see that It . 
contains the proper life giving elements 
In their due proportions. Regarding , 
these matters, which are as important j 
to healthy as to sick Qsb, the leading 
flsh doctor of Philadelphia recently | 
said: 

"A food trough of enameled ware 
that will not rust should be used for 
flsh. At the same time each day tbelr 
oatmeal should be put in tbls trough, 
which should always be kept In the 
same place, and n9 n consequence of 
this treatment the flsh will gather 
around their trough at mealtime, which | 
they will instinctively recognize, os 
greedily aB hogs, burying their noses 
In the food when it is sot before them 
and crowding and pushing one another 
In a healthy, ravenous and hogllke 
manner. The trough should be cleaned 
once a day lest it get sour, but the wa- 
ter of the fish should rarely be changed. 
Even when It becomes foul smelliug It 
Bbould only be changed gradually— a 
quart a day, say— for to change it all 
at once has the effect of a terrible ex- | 
poeurc— is. indeed, the same as if you 
Bbould snatch a child from Its warm 
bed and lay It naked out of doorB In the 
cold night wind and snow.” 

It Is not the detention of fish from 
their native element that makes AbIi 
surgery difficult, for they can be kept 
out of the water for five, six nud sev- 
en minutes without the slightest harm 
to them, and there Is no operation that 
requires n longer space of time. But 
what makes it difficult Is the disincli- 
nation of the flesh to heal after it has 
been cut. A wound to heal requires to 
be dry. Nothing 1 b more deleterious to 
it than any sort of moisture, and hence 
the troubles of a flsh wound bathed 
and soaked In water all the time. In- I 
evitably, therefore, flsh operations are 
simple and slight. 

One of them Is the trimming of tails 
enlarged to unwieldiness by growths 
of fungus. In this work sharp shears, 
with blades oddly curved— flsh shears— 
are employed. The flsh is lifted from 
the water and held bead downward 
while Its toil Is being trimmed. A dex- 
terous operator gets through the work 
In two or three minutes. There Is no 
flow of blood and no gaping wound 
that will not heal; hence tail trimming 
is in nine cases out of ten successful. » 
It must be resorted to often with Jap- | 
anese goldfish, for these costly and 
graceful creatures, with their resem- I 
blance to strange golden flowers, have 
tails bigger than their bodieB, and when 
their tails, ns frequently happens, be- } 
come affected with fungus, they are un- 
able to swim well, and sometimes, in- 
deed, they drown. A flsh “drowns” ! 
technically when, floating with its head i 
out of the water, It dies from asphyxia- i 

tlOD. 

The knife is used on flsh to remove 
tumors or lacerated scales or Bpllntercd 
bones, which, unexclsed. would cause 
the fish’s death. Lacerations of the 1 
scales are only treated when they are 
so severe that the fish without treat- j 
meat would surely die. This operation 
Is successful in about 70 per cent of the 
cases. The remaining 30 per cent die 
because their wounds do not henl. 

Stripping Is an operation resorted to 
when, in the breeding season, the fl6b, 
through some malady or other, does 
not deposit naturally Its eggs or Its 
milt. The patient In this operation la 
held with the left hand white with the 
right a firm pressure is exerted along 
its sides from the breast down to the . 
tall. Stripping is the least dungerous i 
of all the operations In flsh surgery. 

Admirable results are obtulned by ! 
dosing flab with medicines. Castor oil. 
fur swelling of the swimming bladder, 1 
Is a remedy that seldom falls. A fish’s 
dose of casior oil Is one drop, diluted 1 
slightly. The liquid may be admlule- 1 
tcred either with u spoon or with a > 
quill toothpick. The process in each 
case Is shnllur. The flsh is held in an 
erect position, its head well up, und the 
drippings from the toothpick or the 
contents of the spoon are directed luto 
its mouth. Sometimes they flow forth 
agulu through the gills, and in this 
event the dose must he repeated. 

A swollen swimming bladder is a 
frequent and dangerous ailment of 
captive Ush. Under It they become ex- 
tremely corpulent and unwieldy. At 
length they turn over and float ou their 4 
bucks. Finally they die. But in nine 
cases out of ten one dose of castor oil 
cures this disease In a day. Fish often 
lose appetites, become thin and weak 
oud apathetic. Their trouble then is 
stomachic, and nux vomlcu, with them 
as with human beings, affords quick 
relief. A drop of dilute mix vomica 
will bring back a fish's appetite, re- 
store Its weight and umke It ucllvu and 
cheerful.— New York Tribune. 


Tie Word That Cover* a Multitude 
of III* Expounded. 

Professor Lohnbcrg, In the Vienna 
Clinical Review, on on essay on cold 
In the bend, says that the “ordinary 
cold is no individual complaint, but 
only o collective name for n large num- 
ber of different complaints.” 

Ho continues, “The attempt to dis- 
cover a universal remedy against n 
cold Is just a.s absurd as to search for 
a generally efficacious remedy for 
headache.” The particular complaint 
of which the cold is the symptom 
can only be ascertained by "careful ex- 
amination of the nasal cavities and 
neighboring parts.” Hence sufferers 
should be circumspect in the use of 
remedies. 

The professor snys only that which is 
true, but of which the masB of man- 
kind is ignorant. Colds are of innu- 
merable varieties, hut the most com- 
mon one Is that which Is persistently 
misunderstood. It is attributed to any- 
thing but the right cause, which Is a 
microbe. 

All Its symptoms are those of a high- 
ly infectious fever, and the public in- 
stead of blaming the microbe of Infec- 
tion and striving to kill it will persist 
in denouncing draftB, wet feet, low 
temperature, etc. 

They exclude nlr, the enemy of the 
microbe, from tbelr rooms; they supply 
a temperature in which it can multiply, 
and, having become thoroughly inocu- 
lated by breathing the germ laden at- 
mosphere, they find thnt a cold current 
of air causes them to shiver. The shiv- 
ering of the ordinary mind decides the 
question of enusation. 

It is significant of every fever that 
it begins with shivering, and a cold 
is no exception. 

Cold, wet feet, drafts, etc., are at 
most only accessories. By putting a 
greater strain on the animal economy 
they decrease Sts resistance to micro- 
bial Infection. 


THE KADIAK BEAR. 


HI* Winter Habit* Mach Like Those 
of De*r* the World Over. 

The Kadiak bear finds no trouble In 
getting all the food be wants during 
the berry season and during tbe run of 
the various kinds of salmon, which 
lasts from June until October. At this 
period he fattens up, and upon this fat 
be lives through his long winter sleep. 
When he wakeB in the spring, he is 
very weak and hardly able to move, so 
hie first aim is to recover the use of 
his legs. This he does by taking short 
walks when the weather is pleasant, 
returning to bis den every night. This 
light exerelBe lasts for a week or so, 
when he setB out to seek upon the 
beach kelp, which acta as a purge. He 
now lives upou roots, principally of the 
salmon berry bush, and later nibbles 
the young grass. These carry him 
along until the Balmon arrive, when he 
becomes exclusively a flsh oater until 
the berries are ripe. I have been told 
by the natives that just before he goeH 
Into his den he eatB berrieB only, and 
his stomach is now so filled with fat 
that ho really eats but little. 

The time when the bears go Into win- 
ter quarters depends upon the severity , 
of the season. Generally speaking, it 
1 b in early November, shortly after the 
cold weather has set In. MoBt bears 
sleep uninterruptedly until spring, but 
occasionally they are found wandering 
about in midwinter. My natives seem- 
ed to think that only those bears which 
have found uncomfortable quarters are 
restless and that they leave their dens 
at this time of the year only for the 
purpose of finding better oneB.— From 
"Big Game of Western Alaska,” by 
James H. Kidder, in Outing.

1 
But though the snigger Is detestable, | 
you can still have too much of hearty 
laughter, of the roar of Teufelsdroeckh. 
It Is only the unrestrained or the Irre- 
sponsible man who laughs tempestu- 
ously often; and, Indeed, as a man 
grows older nml gotB a wider view of 
the world he laughs, no doubt, less 
loudly. Professor Sully thinks that ns 
a nation we have lost some of the mirth 
of our forefathers. If by that he means 
the noisier, self abandoned mirth of 200 
years ago. It Is not perhaps to be re- 
gretted. It Is true that hearty laughter 
ia often an Index to an honest soul. 
Carlyle wns probably right when be 
said that “no man who has once heart! 
ly and wholly laughed can be altogeth 
er bad.” But there Is a better laugb 
than Teufelsd'*oeckb , 8 , niul that Is the 
deep found chuckle of kindliness and 
experience together. Perhaps we laugh 
more wisely, even If more rarely, than 
our forefathers.— London Spectator.

Mayor Weeks’ decision in the re- 
cent police investigation was read at | 
roll call, Wednesday evening, the en- 
tire force being assembled at police 
headquarters for that purpose. 

Chief Tarbox read the finding, 
which is as follows: 

CITY OF NEWTON. 

Mayor's Office, 

Jan. 1.1. 1903. 

Petition of citizens of Newton, as fol- 
lows:— 

"To His Honor the Mayor of the City of 
Newton: 

"We the undersigned, citizens of New- 
ton. respectfully petition that an Investi- 
gation be made of the Police Depart- 
ment and the management thereof." 

Specifications accompanied the petition, 
copies of which are annexed. Hearings 
were given on the 2t5th. 27th. 23th and 
31st days of December. 1902. and Jan. 1, 
2, 3 and 5. 1903. The petitioners were rep- 
resented by J. S. Richardson. Esq., of 
Boston, and the Chief of Police was rep- 
resented by Josse C. Ivy of Newton. All 
other parties were also given an opportu- 
nity to.be heard. 

The following-numbered specifications 
were withdrawn ore motion of the attor- 
ney for the petitioners, sufficient evi- 
dence not having been offered to prove 
any neglect on tlie part of the Chief of 
Police:- Numbers 2. 3. 4. 11. 13. 14. 15. 16, 
17. IS. 19, 20, 22, 25, 26. 31 and 32.. 

Specification number a was withdrawn 
ns the action taken by the Chief of Police 
in the matter referred ;o was taken after 
a conference with the Mayor and had his 
approval. 

Affcr cUTcftil consideration of the hear- 
ings. specifications and arguments. I find 
as follows: 

Specification 1. That no proceedings 
were instituted for the prosecution of 
Amelia Sachondl upon reports that she 
was continuing to sell intoxicating liq- 
uors. 

The testimony in this case showed that 
from the time Amelia Sachendl was 
brought before the Judge of the Police 
Court of Newton her case was continued 
at the request of the probation officer of 
that Court. This Is the testimony of the 
Probation Officer himself and there Is no 
evidence to the contrary. The District 
Attorney of Middlesex County testified 
that the case was properly handled when 
before the Superior Court, and it was 
shown liy the evidence that no report 
was made to the Chief of Police that 
Amelia Sachendl was continuing to sell 
Intoxicating liquor, although officers on 
Lhnt route suspected that she might be 
doing so. I therefore see no neglect on 
the part of the Chief of Police. 

Specification 0. That a letter addressed 


to Peter J. McAleer was improperly and i 
unlawfully opened by the Chief of Police i 
on or about December 31, 1901. 

The testimony is clear and undisputed 1 
that a letter from the War Department « 
addressed to Peter J. McAleer was I 
opened by the Chief of Police. This !s 
so stated by the Chief himself, whose ex- 
planation was that it was Ms practice to 
open letters with the superscription | 
down, using a metal opener for that pur- ' 
pose, that he discovered his error as . 
soon as the Iptter was opened, and when j 
Officer McAleer reached his office, he (Me- ! 
A leer) having been informed that the let- 
ter was there by another patrolman, the 
Chief apologized to him for opening :he 
letter and turned the check which it con- 
tained over to him (McAleer). 

The contention that the transaction 
was Police Department business and that 
ihe Chief was therefore warranted in 
onenJng the letter In untenable and the 
Chief exceeded hJs rights and authority 
In so doing, if It were opened by mis- 
take. he took the only proper course to 
correct his error. 

Specification 7. That a letter addressed 
to Sergean: Bartlett in Newton Centre 
Stntion was Improperly and unlawfully 
opened by the Chief of Police. 

The testimony shows that there is no 
officer at the Station House at Newton 
Centre during ;he day. That Officer Young, 
who at that time was in that division, 
left a letter on Sergeant Bartlett's desk 
at 12.30 o’clock of the day that this spec- 
iflea:Ion refers to. The Chief of Police 
In driving about the city went Into that 
Station about two o'clock, saw the letter I 
on the desk and assuming that it was 
official business and knowing thn: the 
Sergeant would not reach the Station un- 
til about quarter of six, his hour for re- 
porting for duty, opened the letter. The 
next day the Chief explained the matter 
to Sergeant Eartletc. 

The propriety of opening a letter un- 
der such circumstances Is very doubtful. 
There might be circumstances in which 
a superior officer would be Justified in so 
doing, but in this particular case the 
Chief could have put himself in com- 
munication with headquarters and from 
there with Sergeant Bartlett's house by 
telephone and obtained his consent. The 
Chief was negligent in not taking this 
precaution and for that reason the com- 
munication was improperly opened. 

Specification S, That in April 1901, a 
letter addressed to the "President of 
Newton Police Benefit Association" was 
Improperly and unlawfully opened by the 
Chief of Police, and the contents given 
to a person to* whom they did not be- 
long." 

The manner of opening this particular 
letter Is similar to that described in 
Specification It was evidently in- 

tended for tlie Newton Police Benefit 
Association, and while ihe Chief had but 
recently been the President of the lat- 


ter Association, if he had seen the super- 
scription, propriety would have prompt- 
ed him to send it to the new President. 
He explains by saying that he opened 
the letter without looking at the super- 
scription, saw It was a ticket to a ball 
and gave i: to the Janitor without any 
further consideration as he had done 
with tickets In other cases, as he did 
not make a practice of attending such 
social affairs and that his attention was 
not called to his mistake until the next 
flay when he received a letter from the 
President of the Newton Pullce Benefit 
Association asking him about It. then 
the ticket was returned by ihe Janitor 
and delivered to its proper owner. 

If. as stated by the Chief, the letter 
was opened by mistake the explanation 
should have been satisfactory to Officer 
Soule :he president of the Newton Police 
Benefit Association. If any other case 
the Chief of Police over-stepped his 
proper rights In opening it. 

Specification 9. That on various other 
occasions letters were improperly and 
unlawfully opened hy the Chief of Police. 

The only testimony which would ap- 
ply to this specification was given by In- 
spector Fletcher who testified that the 
Chief had twti or three times opened let- 
ters of his while opening his own mail, 
hut had immediately brought them to 
him i Fletcher) with an explanation for 
so doing. 

Specification 10. That one. Breton, 
Britton or Bretton, was employed in 
uniform in the Police Depat Ament on or 
about July 15, 1902, in violation of the 
laws of the Commonwealth relating to 
the Civil Service, and of the rules and 
regulations for the government of the 
Police Department of the City of New- 
ton. 

There Is no testimony to show that 
William Bretton the person referred to 
in this specification was ever employed 
as a regular or special officer In the City 
of Newton. In the year 1900 he was em- 
ployed by the Norumbega Park Com- 
pany and hy the City of Newton as 
a watchman for fourteen days. The rec- 
ords show that he was employed two 
days in August 1902 by the Board of 
Health, and tha: he was employed in 
some capacity the day of Nov. 30th 
1902. Under the date which the charge Is 
made, Bretton. if employed at all, was 
not paid by the City of Newton. Tech- 
nically speaking I believe the Chief of 
Police did not Improperly employ Bret- 
ton. On the o:her hand there Is evidence 
to show that Brerton did go on duty as 
a watchman on the night of July 15th. 
and he was in a uniform which might 
have been mistaken for the uniform of 
the Newton police force. It is quite 
evident that at least during the year 
1002. Bretton who was not a citizen of 
Newton and who was well known to the 
Chief having served under him as a 
Continued on fourth page.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Important Final Session of the Board of Nineteen 
Hundred and Two. 


Street Railway Location in Oak Hill Ornnted the Boston & Wor- 
cester Street Railway Co. 


The final meeting' of the aldermen 
of 1902 waa held at one o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Vice-President Saltonstall was in 
the^chair ami Aldermen Baker, Bar- 
ber, Bowen. Brown. Carter, Chesley, 
Pay, Ensign. Hubbard, Hutchinson, 
Lothrop, Lowe, Mcllen, Norris, 
Trowbridge, Webster and Weldon 
were present. 

The annual report of the City 
Treasurer showing a cash balance of 
565,231.04 was received, filed and 
ordered printed. 

A petition from Rev. Thos. S. Cole, 
rector, and the wardens of St. Mary’s 
church. Lower Falls, accompanied a 
communication from the Inspector of 
Buildings relative to a permit to erect 
an addition to the parish house. Rev. 
Mr. Cole was granted a hearing and 
stated that the parish desired to 
make an addition for kitchen and 
Committee purposes. That it was 
not intended for public meetings and 
would hold about 25 people. After a 
brief statement by Commissioner El- 
der the permit was granted. 

The following communication was 
read, filed and ordered printed in 
the minutes of the board. 

COMMONWEALTH OF MASS. 

In Board of R. R. Commissioners. 

December 31, 1902. 

Petition of the Waltham Street 
Railway Company for approval of a 
location for the tracks of its railway 
in the City of Newton, 

In the language of the agreement 
of association the railway of the Wal- 
tham Street Railway Company was to 
begin “at the dividing line between 
Weston and Waltham on South street 
in the City of Waltham’’ and to ex- 
tend “through Waltham to the corner 
of Walnut street and Washington 
street in Newton.” 

The company duly secured' a loca- 
tion in Waltham and has in large 
part constructed its railway thereon. 
Its application for a location in New- 
ton as a part of the railway above 
described was desired- The petition- 
er then obtained its certificate of in- 
corporation in which the description 
of the railway is the same as that 
above given. 

The location first sought by the 
petitioner in Newton has been grant- 
ed to another company which has 
built and is now operating a railway 
Lhereon. Subsequent to incorpora- 
tion the petitioner, for the purpose 
of carrying out a plan involving an 
application to this board for a loca- 
tion in the Town of Weston unaer 
Section 11 of Chapter 112 Revised 
Laws, applied for and received from 
the Aldermen of Newton the location 
now under consideration, which lies 
entirely without the termini named 
in the agreement of association and 
in the certificate ofi incorporation 
and must form a part of an enter- 
prise essentially different from that 
originally contemplated. 

Believing that the termini named 
in the agreement of association and 
certificate of incorporation have a 
practical significance and that they 
must betaken as defining iu certain 
respects the present limits of the 
enterprise, we are of the opinion that 
the company has no right to receive 
and the aldermen of Newton had no 
authority to grant the location which 
we are now asked to approve. 

It is therefore ordered that the pe- 
tition be dismissed.

OAK HILL LOCATION. 

The order granting a street rail- 
way location in Parker and Dedham 
streets to the B. & W. Street Rail- 
way Company was taken taken from 
the table and the board went into the 
committee of the whole to consider 
it, Alderman Mellen in the chair. 

Aldermen Trowbridge desired to 
test the feeling of the board and 
moved that the public convenience 
and necessity demanded that such a 
location be granted. 

Alderman Saltonstall opposed the 
motion saying there was but 35 
houses on the proposed line, the lar- 
ger estates all oppused it, and from 
12 to 15 houses were near enough to 
Boylston street so that the road would 
not be a necessity to them. To the 
argument that it would develop the 
territory, he believed it better to 
av.ait the developments on Boylston 
street and Commonwealth avenue be- 
ford proceeding further. He thought 
this location would be still more val- 
uable iu the future than at present. 
There was no travel iu this direction 
and the real reason was that the line 
was desired to c mm-ct two great 
groups of street railways now operat- 
ing in Massachusetts. He favored de- 
lay and a reference to the next board. 

Alderman Trowbridge said that 
there was a demand from the travel- 
ing public for this line, and declared 
that there was no antagonisms be- 
tween the two groups of street rail- j 
wavs' interests. He believed the road 
could be built cheaper now than in 
the future and objected to requiring 
the residents of Oak Hill to come 
again to City Hall on this matter. 

Alderman Webster believed that the 
wishes of residents should be given 
the preference over uoti-resideut land 
ow uers. 

Alderman Hutchinson said he had 
gone over the route and saw no ne- 
cessity for the location. He thought 
this company had its record still to 
make, and doubted if the order would 
fully protect the city from expense. 

Alderman Bowen said he was origi- 
nally opposed to the location and pre- 
ferred a line to Newton Highlands. 
He would object if any exy -use to 
the city was to be incurred. 


Alderman Saltonatall read a letter 
from the City Engineer as to location 
of tracks. 

City Engineer Farnham said that 
he had prepared plans, etc., on the 
assurance that the street was to be re- 
built at expense of the company. 

Alderman Lothrop was not opposed 
to the location but favored delay. 

Alderman Trowbridge said that the 
company had agreed to accept the 
location on an estimate of 513,000 and 
nominal land damages. 

Alderman Webster said the matter 
had been pending since spring, and 
declared the city would be at no ex- 
pense. 

Alderman Day said appreciated 
Dedham street as a drive but thought 
the people there were entitled to a 
connection with Newton. 

The committee then rose, in order 
that hearings might be held, and 
Vice President Saltonstall resumed 

the chair. 

HEARINGS. 

At the hearing on petition of the 
Commonwealth Avenue Street Rail- 
way Co. for a relocation of tracks in 
order to connect with the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway at Lake street. Aider- 
man Trowbridge said that President 
Clafiin was ill and could not attend. 
The hearing was closed. 

At the hearing on the location of 
poles on Waltham street by the N. & 
W. Gas Light Co., Mr. Bailey of the 
Allen school, which is to be lighted 
by means of the proposed line and 
Supt. Holmes were heard in favor. 

The session of the committee of the 
whole was again resumed, Alderman 
Mellen in the chair. 

Alderman Hutchinson said that as 
it seems necessary for the next board 
to consider some matters in connec- 
tion with this location it should con- 
sider the whole subject. 

The motion to refer to the next 
board was rejected 9 to 6 and the 
motion of Alderman Trowbridge 
adopted. 

The various conditions of the order 
of location were then considered, 
amendments adopted requiring ex- 
pense of drainage to be borne bv 
company, and that company shall 
apply to the railroad commissioners 
for approval of location within sixty 
da . s. 

The committee then rose, and Vice 
President Saltonstall resumed the 
chair. 

Alderman Mellen presented the re- 
port of the committee of the whole, 
and the order as recommended was 
adopted. 

The order requiring a deposit of 
S300 by the Boston & Worcester Street 
Railway Co. for engineering expenses 
involved in this location was also 
taken from the table and adopted. 

Alderman Trowbridge called atten- 
tion to an error in the order adopted 
at the preceding meeting authorizing 
a reduction in the bond of the Boston 
& Worcester Street Railway Co. on 
Boylston street and such order was 
rescinded. He then presented an 
order authorizing the mayor to dis- 
charge such bond on the filing of a 
new bond satisfactory in amount and 
surety to the mayor. 

A discussion then arose between 
Aldermen Trowbridge and Hutchinson 
as to the wishes of the mayor on the 
matter, and Alderman Ensign moved 
that the two aldermen wait on the 
mayor in regard to the same. This 
was opposed by Alderman Mellen .who 
said ilia: the board was an indepen- 
dent body and had some responsibility 
in the case. 

Alderman Ensign thought it a com 
mon custom and believed his motion 
the easiest way to settle it. 

Alderman Lothrop said this was a 
peculiar case and belonged to the 
mayor to settle. 

Alderman Hutchinson believed the 
mayor should have sent in a message, 
and was strongly’ of the opinion that 
the board should lix the amount of 
the new bond. 

Alderman Mellen said this was a 
small matter but the principle was the 
same. He was jealous of the rights 
of the legislative branch. 

Alderman Trowbridge intimated 
that the street lighting of Boylston 
street was a possible factor in the 
attitude of the mayor. 

Alderman Ensign’s motion was 
then defeated, 3 to 12, and an amend- 
ment of Alderman Day to fix the bond 
at not less than >20, (XX) was adopted. 

The order was then referred to the 
next board for favorable action. 

Orders granting track connections 
at Lake street to the Commonwealth 
Avenue Street Railway Co. ; granting 
pole locations in Waltham street to 
N. & YV. Gas Light Co. ; requesting 
City Solicitor to appear at hearing be- 
fore Railroad Commissioners on mat- 
ter of Commonwealth Avenue Co. 
tracks on Boylston street, and re- 
ferring all unfinished business to the 
next board were adopted. 

The dockets of the members were 
ordered bound and sent to each alder- 
man and tu the widow of ex- Alder- 
man Kimball. 

Vice President Saltonstall in be- 
half of President Weed thanked the 
members for their kind consideration 
of his wishes and fur their diligence 
in attending hoard and committee 
meetings. 

Alderman Ensign then offered 
these resolutions which were adopted: 

RESOLVED, The Board of Alder- 
men of 1902 regrets the compulsory 
absence of President Weed from its 
filial session, thanks him for the uni- 
form courtesy and fairness shown its 
members as its presiding officer, and 
tenders him its warmest sympathy, 
trusting that his illness is simply that 
of a temporary nature. 

And the board adjourned.

Dlreciors' Report, Pomroy Home. 

Thirty years ago, Nov. 8, 1872, this 
Home was established and located on 
Church Street, Newton, by three noble 
women of Newton Centre, Mrs. 
Daniel L. Fnrber. Miss Mary C. 
Shannon and Mrs. Rebecca R. Pomroy, 
in accord with the advice and wise 
counsel of Hon. J. Wiley Edmunds, 
William Morton and Mary Shannon. 
Two young lady friends gave seventy- 
five dollars and with promise of assis- 
tance from others and a very limited 
supply of furniture, Mrs. Pomroy 
began with four orphan girls and in- 
creased to seventeen during the year. 
These women were inspired with the 
confidence that through the kindly 
spirit of friends the loved work would 
be sustained. That this confidence 
was not misplaced is shown in the 
Home’s delightful history during the 
past generation of its life and in its 
present condition. The day following 
its establishment occurred the great, 
devasting fire in Boston, crippling 
many of its friends financially. How- 
ever, the contributions of clothing 
were so generous that no new articles 
for the girls were purchased or needed, 
while the Treasurer, Mr. A. L. Clark, 
reported gifts in money during this 
first year as ($2872.99) twenty-eight 
hundred and seventy -two 99-100 dollars 
which after paying rent $750.00 and 
all expenses of the family, left a bal- 
ance of $713.10. This shows the 
splendid spirit of its friends and the 
remarkable frugality of the disburs- 
ment under conscientious “Auntie 
Pomroy.” During the thirty years, 
ninety-four orphan and destitute girls 
have been admitted, a majority of 
whom have remained to graduate from 
our excellent Grammar school and the 
Home, where, after spending a year 
or more in learning and practising 
every branch of household work, at 
about sixteen or seventeen )*ears of 
age they have been placed at service 
in good families, generally in the 
country. Several have married and 
are rearing families of their own, we 
trust wisely, so far as we have seen or 
learned, they are doing credit to their 
training here. It has ever been the 
opinion of our Senior Director that it 
would be an immense benefit to our 
girls’ all round character building if 
our Home estate contained one or 
more acres of land, with soil suitable for 
a good garden, where by personal culti- 
vation, vegetables, small fruits and 
flowering plants could he raised. The 
light physical exercise required in 
garden work would be less strenuous 
and more beneficial than that required 
for Golf and Tennis. The preparation 
of soil for various seed-sowing, each 
in its' proper manner and season, 
plant-setting, with form of cultiva- 
tion, extermination of noxious weeds 
all under compe'ent instruction and 
oversight, would prove of inestimable 
benefit to body, mind and spirit. 
Exercises in gymnasium, even Golf, 
Tennis or riding, while each excellent 
in itself is inferior in moral charac- 
ter-building, to productive useful and 
cheery work in a fine garden with 
poultry-yard attached. Thousands of 
women are now managing conserva- 
tories, fruit ranches, gardens and 
farms in our country in this woman 
emancipating age. 

To accomplish the above, of course 
a more country estate and residence 
would be required, as was recom- 
mended. It then seemed advisable to 
locate in this village. Until such 
change we urge the erection of an in- 
expensive separate building on our 
present ample grounds for play and 
work, rainy days and during vacation. 
Will not some friend furnish the 
meaus for such a building? It is a 
severe tax upon our Superintendent, 

uuiitiiaoic «*ud ingenious ua she is, to 

devise measures for the varying 
activities of twenty girls of differing 
ages and requirements during the time 
they are necessarily at home. When 
a new girl is introduced at the Home 
it is incumbent upon our Superintend- 
ent to learn as fully as possible the 
inherited qualities of her character 
from her parents and grandparents, 
also of her previous environment, etc. 
This, that the child may be under- 
stood and thus wisely and scientifically 
developed. The board is in sympathy 
with Horace Mann, and those dis- 
tinguished educators of his generation, 
as to the influence of education and 
social surroundings upon youth. It is 
the opinion of our senior member that 
among the five thousand, who as boys 
and girls have been his pupils, in 
public and private schools, scarcely 
one of them, even though of unfortu- 
nate ancestry, but whose good traits 
did not outweigh the bad, and should 
under wise, continuous training by 
experts become a good virtuous 
citizen. Miss Hayes, our Superin- 
tendent, is largely imbued with the 
rare spirit of the three founders of 
this Home. 

Her report speaks for itself, as also 
that of your devoted, painstaking 
Treasurer, Mr. Walworth. For twenty 
years the late Dr. Edward P. Scales 
gave an unwearied, skilful and gener- 
ous care to our girls. Whenever any 
needed the advice and treatment of a 
physician, though not asking or 
receiving, all these years, any money 
compensation, he enjoyed the loving 
thanks of all our girls, and the deep 
respect and gratitude of all others 
connected with the Home. We unite 
with this community’s deep regret at 
the passing of a courteous gentleman 
and most valuable citizen. 

In conclusion our Board warmly 
commends to all Newton citizens, men 
and women, the following quotation 
from the timely and admirable letter 
of Rev. George YV. Shinn. D.l)., 
always the true frined of the Home. 

“The people of Newton, without 
regard to locality or denominational 
preferences, should unite, increasing 
the revenues of the Hume. No very 
large amount is asked from any one 
but a good number of peuple between 
now and Christmas can find it 
possible to send in their contribu- 
tions. Enough uhuuld be sent to enable 
the treasurer to make go<Al the sums 
drawn from the endowment fund, and 
to authorize the trustees to attend to 
the needed repairs of the building, as 
well as to meet the regular living 
expenses. 

Whether we find it Marti or easy to 
si. are what we have with others we 


are commanded to do bo. Wc have no 
j choice. When the need is presented 
. there is back of it that Voice which , 
assures us that whatever is done for 1 
even the least is done unto Him, and 1 
if we refuse to consider the cry of i 
the needy we have refused to heed the I 
command of Him whose stewards we | 
are, in the use of whatever we have. , 
When He demands His own we must ' 
meet the demand.”

THE MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 

Mayor Weeks inaugural address 
will be read with great interest by 
the public, as his first year as our 
chief executive has only increased the 
general confidence in his exceptional 
ability to fill the office. 

The address gives a clear idea of | 
the financial condition of the city and I 
the several 1 ecommendations show a I 
broad grasp of the subject. The 
elimination of the 6100,000 from the 
temporary loan is a matter upon 
which all are practically agreed. 
?40,(K)0 of this is the Read Fund, 
and we can only renew our former 
suggestion that the Trustees of that 
Fund should make the utmost exer- 
tions to obtain the highest possible 
interest from its investment. 

The subject of serial bonds is also 
one upon which much can be said. 
Governor Bates clearly stated the 
matter in his recent inaugural, and 
it is undoubtedly true that the sink- 
ing fund system becomes unwieldly 
as the sinking funds increase. A 
serious objection to the new policy, 
however, is the additional burden it 
will place on the tax payers during 
the first few years of its existence. 

The news that the Boylatou street 
improvement is practically completed 
at a net cost to the city of about 
$50,000 and that the sinking fund and 
interest on this amount will probably 
be met from the increased valuations, 
is extremely gratifying. 

The mayor strikes the keynote of 
the school house problem in recom- 
mending that necessity and not “sen- 
timent” and “local persistence” 
should guide the decision. We also 
heartily concur in the recommenda- 
tion that the mayor be given some 
control over the expenditures by the 
school committee. We suggest that 
it take the form of the right to veto 
the financial orders of that body. 

The recommendation that the city 
eliminate itself from the Metropoli- 
tan water district is sound business 
judgment. To the arguments of the 
mayor might be added the fact that 
as long as the state commissioners 
allow a fixture rate throughout the 
district, regardless of the amount of 
water consumed, Newton, with water 
paid for by the meter, will always be 
discriminated against. 

The report of the mayor on the 
coal situation will not tend to in- 
crease public confidence in the coal 
Carrying railroads. Such high hand- 
ed proceedings by public service cor- 
porations should be quickly and 
severe!)' punished. 

A unique feature of the address is 
the suggestion of the importance of 
watching legislation. It calls sharp 
attention of the bad habit of the pub- 
lic in general, in leaving such mat- 
ters to their representatives at the 
State House. These gentlemen ren- 
der us good service, but they should 
be made to feel that their constitu- 
ents are close behind them in their 
efforts in behalf of the city. 

With the announcement of com- 
mittee appointments by the President 
of the Senate and Speaker of the 
House, we can anticipate to some ex- 
tent the influence which our Senator 
and representatives will exert during 
the coming session. 

Mr. Dana the senior representative 
is given the important house chair- 
manship of the special committee on 
revision of the corporation law. 
This committee will probably have the 
hardest kind of a task and if it is suc- 
cessful in its labors, it will deserve 
and receive the highest praise. Mr. 
Dana and the city are both to be con- 
gratulated on this opportunity. 

Speaker Myers has also been most 
complimentary to Mr. Warren, who is 
appointed on the committee on ways 
and means. This committee practic- 
ally controls the financial action of 
the house, ami Mr. Warren has ex- 
ceptional opportunities to protect the 
city from consequential damage bills 
and other obnoxious legislation to 
Newton. 

The speaker certainly deserves the 
warmest commendation for his treat- 
ment of our representatives. 

Senator Skinner is also well pro- 
vided iu committee places, and all in 
all, Newton should receive the best 
kind of legislation during the coming 
year in both houses of the legislature.

Specification St. Thu: on or about Oc- 
tober 2S, liMI, and on other occasions, Im- 
proper Inn tt lingo was »» 1,1 the pres- 
ence of and Ctfncernlmr police officers, 
bv the Chief of rollce. 

It appears that the above specifications 
relate to practically the same jceiieml 
subject. The testimony Is positive that 
the Chief did use Improper language. lie, 
himself, in his ’testimony Is doubtful 
whether he did or not, but was Inclined 
to think that he might have done so. If 
he dli), there la no excuse for his having 
done so; mi officer at tile head of a 
police force should set an example In 
language and deportment not only to the 
men under him but to the community 
nliou: him. 

Specificatloai 21. That on or about 
February 1. ISM. an officer was told by 
the Chief of Police to make up a story. 

There Is no testimony relating to this 
specification which needs comment. 

Specification 2T. That an employee of 
the Police l.>e part men:, during his work- 
ing hours In the Department, was em- 
ployed on private work of the Chief of 
Police. 

It Is charged and admitted In this 
Snecillcatlon that Timothy Kennedy, the 
Janitor at the Police Station cared for 
the furnace nt the residence of the Chief 
of Police. The working hours of the 
janitor at the Police Station are sup- 
posed to be from eight a. m. until five 
p. m. As a matter of fact :hc janitor 
does some of his work at other times 
and It Is probable that he was at the 
house of the Chief of Police during the 
hours which he In supposed to be at the 
Police Station; white a man employed In 
a City position should use great care In 
not laying himself open to the charge of 
doing other work during the hours 
which the City has a right to claim his 
services. 1 believe that this specification 
does not require further comment. 

Specification 2$. Thn: :he Chief of 
Police engaged In outside business dur- 
ing the business hours of the Police De- 
partment. 

The testimony shows that the Chief of 
Police sold the residence of E. E. Ice- 
land corner of Otis and Hillside Avenue 
and received a commission for so doing. 
There wna further testimony tha: he had 
engaged In other real estate trans- 
actions, though In only one case did he 
receive any compensation for so doing. 
There is nothing In the ordinances of 
Police Manual to prohibit the Chief of 
Police doing othe.- business and the sale 
of tile Leland house, after It was once

1W1, Officer Peter J. McAleer 
w.is improperly deprived of hts fee for 
delivering one Mary McMahon on a 
capias to the Superior Court, East Cam- 
bridge, by having his name erased from 
the return nnd the said fee collected 
wrongfully hy the Chief of Police. 

In this case. Officer McAleer arrested a 
woman named McManniis. There la no 
evidence to show that he reported his ar- 
row a. headquarters and the woman was 
not taken there. In some way Officer 
.McAleer obtained this cnplns in the case 
and (took the woman to Cambridge when* 
the Chief first discovered that she had 
been arrested. There Is no testimony to 
show that any fee was over received by 
the Chief of Police, the City of Newton 
or Officer McAleer in this case, hilt It Is 
very doubtful in my mind whether Of- 
ficer McAleer or the Chief of Police Is 
entitled to such fee: In any case there 
has not been regularity enough in the 
Newton Police force In such matters to 
establish a common custom. In some 
cases the fees have been turned over to 
the City, In others they have been given 
to some special officer, and In others they 
have been received hy the arresting of- 
ficer The testimony seems lo show 
that the Chief of Police In other cities 
receives the capias fees, but I believe an 
Officer should no;, receive compensation 
for unusual service performed irnfless It 
la done {luring the hours he Is off duty 
anti that fees received under other cir- 
cumstances should be turned over to the 
City; In this ease t do not think that Of- 
ficer .McAleer was Improperly deprived 
of his fee. 

Specification 34. That the efficiency of 
the Police Depar:ment has been con- 
stantly nnd greatly impaired during the 
incumbency of the present Chief of Pa- 
live, hy reason of:— 

(a) Favoritism shown by the Chief of 
Police in his control and direction of the 
policemen and other members of the 
, police force. 

I (b) Intimidation on the part of the 
, Chief of Police. 

(cl Unreasonable discrimination on :he 
part of tin* Chief of Police in allowing 
pay im some eases to patrolmen when off 
duty, and withholding or not allowing 
pay In other similar cases. 

(d) Conduct unbecoming an officer on 
the part of the Chief of Police. 

(e) Failure on the part of the Chief of 
Police to recognize meritorious service 
on the part of other members of the Po- 
lice Department, while claiming undue 
credit for himself. 

If) General Incapacity on the pant of 
the Chief of Police rightly to appreciate 
the responsibilities and duties of his posi- 
tion, and to manage nnd control the af- 
fairs of the Police Department In such 
Impartial, dignified and proper manner 
as to command the approval and meet 
the' reasonable requirements of the citi- 
zens of Newton. 

There Is no evidence to show that the 
efficiency of the Police Department has 
been constantly or greatly Impaired (lur- 
ing the incumbency of the present Chief 
of Police. There may have been evidence 
of favoritism, hut even In these cases it

•scaled express package illivct'-d to an- 
other person than himself, and delivered 
the comanta thereof to a person to 
whom the package was 'not directed. 

Early In September, isM, am. express 
package containing a libel was received 
at the West Newton Express Office from 
Manchester New Hampshire, addressed 
to "Sheriff or Nearest Sheriff.

This express package 
Was delivered according to hr books of 
the Express Company on September Sib. 
The ex prone agent not finding a sheriff 
lit West Newton took the package to the 
Chief of Pol lee who received It and re- 
ceipted for It. Later this package was 
delivered, through Probation Officer 
La file, lo Deputy HherifT Tucker. The 
(lute which tills delivery was made does 
not appear, hut Deputy Sheriff Tucker 
testified that it was received too late to | 
serve anil the testimony shows that It 
was not served as It should have linen. 
The last day of service was probably the 
third Tuesday In September, so there must 
have been a delay of at hast ten days. 
When tile packug- was delivered to Pro- 
bation Officer Lit tile, the end of the en- 
velope was torn off and Chief Turbo X 

testified that lie probably opened it, al- 
though he has no reeoJh-e 4on of having 
done bo. Whether the delay In serving 
this paper is due to Its being held by the 
Chief. Probation Officer Lathe or the 

Deputy Sheriff is not dear In my mind, 
but tile package should have been deliv- 
ered at once. If the Chief of Police had 
done the discreet and proper tiling on re- 
ceiving this package, he would have 
called over the '« lephoue either the 

Sheriff or one of the Middlesex County 
Deputy Sheriffs and Inquired whut should 
be done with It. Ill tills case there Ik no 
excuse that tip* package was Opened by 
mistake, us the end of the envelope was 
lorn off, and l fieri* in no claim mi the 
part of the Chief of Police :but he did 
OJX- 1 I It by mistake. ! then. fore decide 
that tin Chief tif Police exceeded Ills au- 
thority and did not use proper discretion 
m opening the package. 

Specification HO. That oil or about the 
■list duy of Muivll, I SMI. the Chief of 
Police sent word o the patrolmen that 
any one uf them who signed a paper for 
a pnsent to the Captuln was "a marked 
man. - ’ 

The testimony shows that there was 
evidently a movement among l la- Police 
Officers of Newton to prevent »atne u*s- 
i tinioiiiul to Ciipt. Huestls. who w ti, rc- 
i tiring from ine Police force. In the 


is doubtful whether the favoritism shown 
wan Improper. The Chief of Police is 
the matt to Judge whether a certain officer 
Is com i tel «*iit or capable of performing 
any specific duty. There must he u dif- 
fer* ll J «* III degree ill tile efficiency of 
fifty men. Some men have u natural 
aptitude for detecthe service or some 
other special service and If the Chief re- 
peatedly selects any particular man for 
special service It Is proper to assume 
lie did so because that particular man 
was in .is likely to bring about success- 
ful results. 

There seems to have been much com- 
nkilnt on account of the detailing of af- 
fVets for social functions. I do mil re- 
member any testimony that special fa- 
voritism has been shown in these ruses. 
That there bus been more or leas Irregu- 
larity may be true, hut tids may have 
been due to the requirements of the ser- 
vice mi that purticulur day, 

ft)) I do nut remember any testimony 
which would show that the Chief of Po- 
lice hits intimidated h iu men or others In 
any improper manner, 

»ci There la evidence thut Officer Har- 
rison was paid two dnys full puy when 
off duty sick. There is, however, no evi- 
dence that Ills was done with the knowl- 
edge of the Chief, and I am inclined to 
beljeve that It iu one of those errors 
which Hoinetiniea Gee ura wllhoui any 
Bn proper Intention on the part of the 
uu t horitiea, 

tdJ I assume tha 1 thin case refers to 
I he conduct nf the Chief of Police In tin* 
< itv of i Instiiii, In engaging In n street 
quarnl where he came to blows with mi- 
nt her inuii. TMk matter was p.ttnu-d 
upon by my predecessor and it would 
perhapa. therefore, be improper for me 
to r**fcr to 1 1 If I did no: agree with him 
In Ida coii-.'biMlous, which were, that It 
was a mutter of regret that the Chief of 
Police of Newton should allow himself 
to be drawn Info a street quarrel, al- 
though the evidence would Seem to show 
tli.i i there wu»- more or It sa provocation. 
Must men can, and do avoid such quar- 
rels without impairing their self-respect, 
and wiicii the Chief nf Police nf Newton 
eugugi s In a quurrel of that kind in such 
a way thul It heoomea public property 
and Is explored in Hie newspapers, he 
mil L..tly (owerr himself In the eyes of 
Other people, Lot reduces tile possibilities 
of his doing the best service for the City 
whl<*h employ! him. 

<«) I think there la no testimony to 
warrant the charge rnude in Hits <W vision 
of HpeelfftiiltiJii 71. !• Is natural thut the 
head of any force, military or otherwise, 
* hould receive the greater part of the 


credit for good work nnd of the censure 
for bad work, but the reports of lm 
Chief of Police mndc to the Mayor show 
every ileal n on bis pari to give Indlvtd- 
fiu I officers credit for any good work 
which they have done. 

< f * There Is nbsjltrcly no testimony to 
show Incapability on the part of the 
Chief of I’nllec. When he came to New- 
ton It Is evident to me from the testi- 
mony that the discipline of the Depart- 
ment was not of :ho first order and that 
the methods employed In carrying on the 
business of the Department nnd of keep- 
ing the records a<t headquiirlcr* were ex- 
ceedingly loose. Very much if not nil of 
this bns been changed; the office work 
and records of the Police Department 
are today In ns good condition ns such 
matters would In? In the best business 
bouses. In every respect these details, 
and I have been over them carefully, 
meet my full approval. All of the lestl- 
muny which was of value on this sub- 
ject coining from those who have had nn 
opnortunl'y to watch the Chief of Police 
and his manner of conducting the affairs 
of ilia office, and before the Courts; for 
Instance, the testimony of such men ns 
Ex-Mayors Wilson and Ploknrd, under 
whom he served, District Attorney San- 
derson and Deputy Sheriff Ward well, 
with whom he has been thrown in Inti- 
mite relations for several years and 
Judge Kennedy of the Police Court, cck> 
vlnce me of :he efficiency of the Chief 
and the acceptable manner In which he 
has conducted the business of his depart- 
ment. 

The testimony regarding the discipline 
of the Department is to the same effect. 
The very fact thn.t there were over 700 
days of sickness the year before the 
Chief cume to Newton and there have 
never been half as many since he came, 
shows what he has done In keeping men 
up to the performance of their duties. A 
system of drills and athletic exercises him 
been established. The men have been re- 
quired ;o pull their boxes at regular Irv- 
terv.ils anti In every* way they have been 
brought up to a higher and better disci- 
pline. 

I place much reliance inspecting disci- 
pline In the Department on the testimony 
of Lieutenant John Ryan, a gallant vet- 
eran of the Civil War. with ten years’ 
service In the regular army and twenty- 
five years' service on the Newton Police 
Force. His testimony was clear and ex- 
plicit to the effect that discipline was un- 
qualifiedly better now than before the 
advent of Chtef Turbox. Therefore, 
while ChW Tarbox has not entirely 
cleared himself from the charges brought 
agalns; him, the great preponderance of 
testimony is In his favor; It would he un- 
fair and unbusinesslike to allow the 
minor defects proven to out- weigh the 
great merits which have been shown. 
Chief Tarbox Is, In my opinion, in most 
respects an unusually efficient officer and 
h« has been sufficiently punished for his 
error? by the publicity given these 
charges. 

It J.s natural :hat men who have beerni 
used to a slack system of discipline 
should object to changes, especially 
when they have had many years' service 
under the previous method nnd are fairly 
settled in their methods of living. I think 
to this cause may be assigned many of 
rhe reasons for disquietude nnd unrest In 
the Newton Police Force. It Is quite evi- 
dent to me that there has been growing 
up In the Police Force, a feeling of ani- 
mosity against the Chief and that this 
has been encouraged and harbored by 
several men. foremost among them being 
Sergeant Bartlett, Officers Condrln, Mar- 
rtner, Soule. W. E. Fuller, Bailey, .Mc- 
Aleer and Young. 

Sergeant Bartlett by his lor.g years of 
hostility to the Chief of Police and Of- 
ficer Mari lm>r for similar reasons and for 
publicly criticising the Department to 
citizens, show that they do not fully ap- 
preciate* their duty to the City or the 
relations which they should maintain 
with their superior officers; it will re- 
quire long years of service of the most 
excellent character to warrant these men 
being placed In the category of good and 
fafihful servaimts. Officers Condrln, Con- 
roy. Bailey, McAleer and Soule hy their 
own testimony have shown that they 
have not done their duty towards 'theiV 
Chief or the City. Manly men do not 
harbor petty or real grievances against 
one with whom they are associated and 
discuss i hem In the presence of others. 
They should either take their grievances 
to their associate and demand an ex- 
planation or withdraw from :ho service, 
which they, for that very* reason, cannot 
da full justice tu. 

The testimony of the Chief of Police, 
Lieutenant Ryan and Serg:. Purcell re- 
garding Officer YV. E. Fuller, as well ns 
the evasive conduct of Officer Fuller 
white on the w it ness stand, convince nn* 
that his conduct on several occasions ha? 
not be«ni becoming an officer, and his own 
testimony regarding his not returning to 
duty when directed to do so, show such a 
disregard of those quail ies of discipline 
which should govern an officer that I 
cannot pass his case without some fur- 
ther min l -dimem than a reprimand, Of- 
ficer \V. E. Fuller la therefore suspended 
for three (■') months from this date with 
forfeiture of his pay during his suspen- 
sion. 

November 19, 1902, a letter was written 
>\v lie Mayor to the Chief of Police re- 
fining to i he conduct of Officer Charles 
R. Young in not paying his just Indebt- 
edness and far retaining moneys col- 
lected by him. In this letter It was 
stated that any further complaint? 
against Officer Young would be consid- 
ered sufficient cause for his removal 
from the service. 

During the recent hearing Officer Young 
:u first denied all knowledge of this com- 
munication and after the attorney for 
the Chief of Police had spent some time 
In trying to obtain some definite infor- 
mation from him regarding it he (Of- 
ficer Young) finally closed his s moment 
with the remark, "I don't remember 
what it was.” In other words, a repri- 
mand of a sufficiently serious character 
tn vitally afreet the officer's future ser- 
, vice made so Utile Impression on him 
that within six weeks’ time he could not 
remember he reprimand or else he was 
Stating when under oath what was not 
true. In either case 1 do not consider 
Officer Young a proper person to remain 
on tin* Newton Police Force, and he is 
therefore this day dismissed, 

l Hina find that Patrolman Win la E, Dearborn 
hull been guilty of neglect or duty by going 
away from ills route on several occasions, anu 
he is therefore suspended fo> three mnntlis 
from this date with forfeiture of his pay during 
suspension. 

1 also find that Patrolman J. J. Davis on one 
occasion while on duty stayed an hour In the 
police station at Nnnantuiu. when he should 
have been oti the street iiatrnlitig his route, hut 
believe that a reprimand at this time Is sniff, 
clem punishment in his case. 

Tin* finding living to continue the Chief 
ami (he men now in the police fore.*, 

, «'Lher than hose specifically referred to, 
111 their presort profit Ions, II is necessary 
for me to suy that during tile remu lnd«*r 
of niy incumbency of this office I shall 
give my personal attention as far as pos- 
sible to the ilvtiills of tin* work being 
done and the efficiency of the differ* in 
mem Iihis or the force. If [ find that 
uny member of the police force Is n*n 
Riving the Chief active and InvaJ sup- 
port or is In any way attempting, posi- 
tively or negatively, to hinder his proper 
and efficient mu mi genu-lit of the Police 
Dcpurtmeil , it will hi* considered suffi- 
cient miHjn to cause the officer’s dis- 
missal, 

The i ten pie of Newton are entitled o 
the best possible police service und the 
officers and the men now belonging i y 
the force have, lm. my opinion, tlm ca- 
pacity to furnish Jt If they devote Hmlr 
energies to accomplish that purpose. If 
this I.H not done, the personnel of the force 
should ho, and will he, changed at olive 
Blgned John W. Weeks 

Muvur. 

At the conclusion of the verdict, 
Chief Tarbox made a short speech, in 
which he urged the men to let by- 
gones be bygones, and to go about 
their duty, as if no unpleasantness 
had occurred. He further said thut 
he would spare no pains to build up 
the efficiency of the department, and 
that any oue found shirking his duty 
would run the chance of being dis- 
missed.

Diana 
or Turks, Not in the frequented streets 
are these stores, hut In dark aud nar- 
row alleys. The hooks in them com- 
prise various editions of the Koran, 
translated Into all the languages of the 
orient; theological and historical tren- 
uses on the Koran in the Turkish, Per- 
sian ami Arabic tongues, annuls which 
dourly prove that all the sultans of the 
Ottoman dynasty were prodigies of 
genius and sanctity; marvelous fairy 
tales nod stork* of adventure, which 
arc inure or less fantastic and the sole 
•object of which is to prove that no one 
should lu> considered honest. Intelligent 
or happy unless he Is a Turkish Mus- 
sulman. unless he venerates the sultan, 
unless he lives hi Slam bon l *11 his life 
without ever quitting it even for a day 
and unless he regards us utterly fabu- 
lous all tliat be bourn about Europe. 

A Mussulman is forbidden to sell -a 
copy of the Koran, uud therefore a for- 
eigner who desires to purchase the sa- 
cred hook must proceed ns follows: 'Go 
Into the 'bookstore, having on your face 
as pious an expression ns possible, aud 
say to the proprietor:

** As I am a devout believer,” the pro- 
prietor will answer, **1 think it uiy duty 
to assist any unbeliever who doslres to 
Instruct litiuself In our luw. Moreover, 
you seeiu to be a serious man, aud l 
am convinced that It is not vain curi- 
osity which prompts you to obtain a 
copy of ifilie Koran, but u sincere desire 
to study our religion. Therefore I aiu 
willing to make you a present of this 
copy, though 1 value It highly, for I 
puld a good price for It." 

You will then put the book iu your 
pocket, nml a minute or two later the 
proprietor will suy, "I shall consider 
uiyself eternally your debtor if yo»» 

will make me u present of nan* 

lug u certain sum. If you think tl. 
price too hl|||i. you may bargain with 
him, hut you must take cure not to 
make tlie slightest allusion to the copy 
of the Koran In your poeket, for In dis- 
posing of It the proprietor has clearly 
brokeu the luw, and It would not be 
good policy for you to remind Uhn of 
that fact.

Recommendations by Mayor 
Weeks 

In Annnal Address to the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen : 

In assuming the otlice of Mayor 
for the second time, I wish to express 
to the citizens of Newton my apprecia- 
tion of this renewed evidence of their 
confidence. The management of 
municipal affairs is similar to, but 
much more intricate ami varied, than 
the duties of a trustee, and therefore, 
when one’s neighbors go to the polls 
and renew their willingness to con- 
tinue a trust, it places an obligation 
on the recipient which can only be 
properly met by tireless industry and 
by bringing to the city’s affairs the 
benefits and experiences of one’s 
business life.

$146,311.22 less than it was one year 
ago; in fact, it is less than at any 
[ corresponding date, with two excep- 
tions, for the past ten years, — January 
I 1, 1898 it was $124,315 and in January 
| 1, 1900 it was $152,678; when we con- 
sider that this is true notwithstand- 
ing the large increase in valuation 
over that in 1901 and preceding years 
it emphasizes the many reasons win- 
great care should be taken in this 
year’s expenditures, and if it is pos- 
sible to prevent it, we should not in- 
crease our bonded indebtedness.

been paid into the Sinking Fund as 
of January 1. 1897, $94,818.85 in ex- 
cess of the amount which the Sinking 
Fund had actually received; as bonds 
could only be issued for construction 
and not for assessments, it was neces- 
sary to issue a note to the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners for that amount. 
This note was reduced in 1899 to 
$o0,0fl0, since which time no reduction 
has heen made and it has been carried 
as a temporary loan, it now being in 
the form of a demand note bearing 
interest at the rate of four per cent. 
We have, therefore, in our temporary 
loan, $100,000, the retirement of which 
should be provided for, ami I would 
suggest that at least $10,000 a year of 
this indebtedness be included in the 
assessment of taxes for each of the 
next ten years and that this indebted- 
ness be retired in that way.

It will therefore be seen that both our 
gross and net debt is now at substan- 
tially the highest point they are 
likely to reach, at- least during the 
present decade, and if unusually | 
large and now uulookcd for improve- 
ments are not undertaken, that four ! 
years from now the city’s gross debt 
should be at least $<>0»>,iM)0 less than it 
is today, with a relative decrease in I 
1 the net debt. 

I The indebtedness incurred for the 
| widening of Washington street and 
I the separation of grade crossings is 
| now >1,015,000. To Complete payments 
I for this work will require an issue of 
| $2o,oon bonds, which will be distribu- 
i ted over the years 1903, 1904 and 1905. 

1 On these deferred payments the city 
is paying to the State interest at the 
rate of four per cent. 

In addition to the permanent loan, * 
classified as such in ihe Treasurer’s [ 
report, the city owes the Read Fund 
$40,000, which, together with $4)0, ono • 
incurred on account of sewer assess- ! 
incuts several years ago, is being ! 
carried in the form of floating in- j 
debtedness. An explanation of the 
manner in which the $ou,ixxi indebted- ’ 
ness was incurred is as follows: 

In making an examination of the . 
accounts of the City Treasurer in 
1897 to ascertain the cost of sewer 1 
construction to Jan 1, 1897, it was ! 
found that if the sewer assessments j 
received during 1895 and 1890 we re ! 
treated as having been received on 
December 31, l89t>, there should have I 


borrow for temporary purposes and 
also in anticipation of taxes, as we 
are spending our income from the 
beginning of the calendar year to 
November 1st, when taxes are due and 
payable. These causes combined re- 
quire the making of large temporary 
loans which during the past year at 
least have been obtained at the lowest 
market rates; with the exception of 
one small loan only in the case of 
moneys borrowed since November 15th 
has the city paid over 3.6 per cent; 
considering the money rates which 
have prevailed during the past year, 
this should be considered very satis- 
factory. It should be noted that while 
the rates at which we borrow tempor- 
ary moneys are low, that we receive 
six per cent, on over-due taxes, so that 
the interest received during the past 
year has been $13,373.67. To this 
should be added interest on bank de- 
posits amounting to $2,554.28, or a 
total of $15,927.95. 

In the past, many loans have been 
made at such times in the year that 
they have matured mouths after the 
beginning of the calendar year follow- 
ing the one in which they were made, 
with interest payable at maturity. 
The result of this has been that tem- 
porary interest incurred in one year 
has been carried over and paid out of 
the appropriation for the following 
year, thereby showing an incorrect 
statement. During this calendar year, 
for instance, we have paid $2,818.94 
interest which was incurred and should 
have been paid out of the tax levy of 
1901. To obviate this in future, sub- 
stantially all interest has been paid to 
January 1, 1903, so that each year’s 
interest will be provided for and paid 
from revenues of the corresponding 
year. 

It is proper to call attention to the 
fact that all bonds in our Sinking Funds 
are carried at par. The premium incase 
of securities other than the City of 
Newton bonds now amounts to about 
$32,500. If these bonds were sold this 
premium would become an additional 
asset of the City’s. Our Sinking 
Fund, now over two millions, has be- 
come a great care to the Commis- 
sioners, and the City Treasurer’s 
work is greatly increased by having 
the practical handling of the securi- 
ties in it. 

Very often in order get bonds or 
other ’securities of suitable maturing 
dates to care for the maturing in- 
debtedness of any specified year, it has 
become necessary to buy bonds, (fre- 
quently our own bonds)’ at materially 
lower rates than we are able to seil 
new issues for, although our credit is 
equal to, if not better, than other 
cities in the Commonwealth. To ob- 
viate this, I believe future bond issues, 
especially large lots, should be made 
so that a certain per cent, will mature 
each year. This would prevent all 
necessity for a sinking fund. The 
only possible objection to such a 
method which occurs to me is that the 
bonds are not likely to sell on quite as 
low a basis, but the reasons in favor of 
such an action would be more than 
sufficient, in my opinion, to offset this. 

It should be a matter of great 
satisfaction to the citizens of Newton 
that notwithstanding our exceedingly 
large debt per capita, the city’s credit 
is the very highest,— our last bond 
sale, December 9th, being made on a 
3.22 per cent, basis at a time of un- 
usual money stringency, a rate which 
I believe has not been equalled by any 
city in the Commonwealth for several 
mouths. 

BOYLSTON STREET. 

During the year, the Boston and 
Worcester Street Railway has been 
undergoing construction from the 
Brookline to the Wellesley line: this 
work, together with the widening of 
Boylston street its entire length, is 
now practically completed. The city’s 
part in the work has been the drain- 
age of the entire street at a cost of 
$32,082.22 and one-half of the land 
damages, which have up to the present 
time cost $17,930.19; with thirteen 
cases vet unsettled, their estimated 
damage being $5,401.47, of which the 
city will have to pay one-half. It is 
worthy of remark that the 82 cases 
settled have cost the city ami Street 
Railway Company $35, hw), only 
$4,MX).90 more than the awards made, 
(if the unsettled cases suits have been 
brought against the city in but four 
instances so that the remaining nine 
will he settled on the basis of the 
award. 

_ While $32,082.22 has been expended for 
drainage, it should not be understood 
that this entire expenditure has been 
made on account of the widening of 
the street and building of the railroad. 
Some parts of the street have needed 
drainage for years ami the work lias 
been delayed because it was believed 
tiiat sooner or later this greater work 
would be undertaken and in several 
instances, (as for instance at Circuit 
avenue where about $7,000 was ex- 
pended), much more has been ex- 
pended on drainage work than the 
widening of Boylston street required. 

Under the order of location, the 
surfacing of the roadway is to be done 
by the city,— more than one-third of 
tltis has been completed and the 
balance can be paid out of the street 
railway tax, so that directly this will 
not cost tile city a dollar. It is esti- 
mated that the speciul street railway 
tax which will come to Newton on 
1 account of the building and operation 


of the Boston and Worcester Street 
i Railway will be sufficient to maintain 
Boylston street in good condition, In 
which case the city has obtained at 
a cost of about $50,000 a ninety foot 
boulevard extending entirely across 
the city and it will obtain a tax suffi- 
cient to maintain this street as long 
as the present laws governing the 
taxation of street railways prevail: 
and, while no accurate estimate of the 
increase in real estate values on 
account of this improvement has been 
made. I believe that they will be 
sufficient to pay the interest on the 
| $50,000 bonds issued and to provide a 
I sinking fund for their retirement at 
1 maturity. 

SCHOOLS. 

The Mason, the Charles C. Burr and 
the Thompsonville School buildings 
have been undergoing construction 
during the year; the latter has been 
finished and the others will be com- 
pleted before September 1903. 

There are petitions, for renewed or 
additional school accommodations at 
Newton Upper Falls and Newton 
Highlands. In considering these 
petitions, if there is sufficient evidence 
that the schools are overcrowded there 
should be no delay in taking action, 
but the renewal of school buildings 
large enough to accommodate the 
i present demand is an entirely different 
manner arn^ appropriations for such 
purposes should only be made after 
, the most careful consideration. There 
i have been cases, in my opinion, where 
sentiment and local persistency have 
! had more 1 weight in settling such 
i matters than actual necessity. 

| Until there is a large increase in 
1 the number of children wishing to 
attend public schools at Chestnut Hill, 
the expense of transportation to 
Newton Centre is so much less than 
the cost of maintaining a school at 
Chestnut Hill, without even consider- 
ing the cost of construction and 
maintaining a building, that it does 
not seem best to build there at present. 
I would, however, recommend that 
the question of a movable school 
building- for the lower grades be con- 
sidered. Buildings of a temporary 
character are being tried in Boston 
and I understand with satisfactory 
results. 

I wish to renew my suggestion of 
l last year, that whenever school build- 
’ ing questions are being considered 
that the public works committee work 
in conjunction with a committee rep- 
resenting the school committee. 

Our city charter provides that ap- 
propriations for the school depart- 
ment shall be under the exclusive 
control of the school committee, as 
far as their expenditure is concerned; 
I see no good reason why expendi- 
tures of money appropriated for the 
school department should not be con- 
trolled by the Mayor as is the case, 
since the revision of the ordinances, 
in every other city department, and 
while changes in our charter should 
only be made as a result of the most 
careful investigation, I believe this 
matter deserves your consideration. 

During the year the fire station at 
Nonantum square ha9 been remodelled, 
giving ample accommodations at that 
point ; and the fire station at Chestnut 
Hill is now in process of construction. 
The completion of this build- 
ing will require additional ap- 
paratus and men, to what extent, 
however, must be determined later. 
It may be possible to transfer from 
other stations instead of requiring an 
entirely new outfit or adding material- 
ly to the permanent force. 

The completion of the police station 
near Nonantum square gives more 
than the necessary accommodation at 
that point and I do not see why the 
police department is not amply pro- 
vided with station accommodation for 
many years to come. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

During the year progress has been 
made in the question of grade cross- 
ing separation on the Circuit Branch 
of the Boston & Albany railroad. 

To abolish a grade crossing, the 
Mayor and Aldermen petitioned the 
Superior Court that in the opinion of 
the petitioners the security and con- 
venience of the public require that an 
alteration be made. This petition by 
the Mayor and Aldermen of Newton 
was made in 1900, but uodefinite action 
was taken by the Court for the rea- 
son, which was urged by the Boston 

Albany Railroad, that the Common- 
wealth’s appropriation for the purpose 
had been exhausted, but the last 
Legislature appropriated $5,000,000 to 
be used for this purpose, a proviso be- 
ing made that only $500, 0<N) should be 
expended by the state in any one year. 

Therefore, after the adjournment of 
the Legislature, the petition was once 
more called up in the Court, where it 
had been pending, the result being 
that a commission consisting of 
George W.Wiggin of Franklin, George 
F. Swain and Edmund K. Turner, 
both of Boston, has been appointed to 
consider the merits of the petition, 
which is the next step in the necessary 
proceedings. This commission has 
appointed Saturday, January 17th, for 
the first hearing and an early decision 
may be expected. If the commission 
reports favorably, it is its duty to pre- 
scribe the manner of doing the work, 
by whom it shall be done, and the 
apportionment of the expense; the 
city's part of the latter will probably 
be 10 per cent. The commission re- 
ports to the Superior Court and the 
Court’s decree which comprises this 
report is final. 

It will he seen that one of the im- 
portant steps has been taken, and if 
a favorable report is made by the 
commission, we may expect that this 
work will be under wav before the 
close of the year. If grade crossings 
on the Circuit Branch are separated, 
it is estimated that the cost to the 
city will be about $80,000, which ex- 
penditure may be distributed over ten 
years, if the city elects, in which 
case deferred payments will bear in- 
terest at the rate of 4 per cent. This 
improvement will materially add to 
the beauty of Wards 5 and 6, as well 
as to the safety and convenience of 
the public. 

The plans which have been prepared 
by the City Engineer as being best 
adapted for carrying out this work 
have been approved by the Newton 
Board of aldermen and practically ap- 
proved by the Boston <& Albany Rail- 
road engineers, so that there need he 
no delay on this account if the com- 
mission reports that the separation 
should be made.

Miss Henry’s accompaniments were 
most artistic and were what is rare 
to hear, a background for the vocal 
effects. Her solo, Liszt's Polonaise 
in E, was given with spirit and effect 
and was much enjoyed. 

The Association was fortunate in 
having the assistance of Mrs. Grace 
B. Williams, a great favorite with 
Newton audiences and whose songs 
were a charming feature of the pro- 
gram. Her voice, always sweet, i 
seems to have gained in power and 
fulness since her appearance here a 
year ago. Her numbers made various 
and great demand upon these quali- 
ties, to which she was fully adequate. 
The charming lullaby that she sang 
as a first encore was beautifully 
given. 

The Association promises Bruch’s

In 1833 Commodore Elliott ordered n 
figure of General Jackson to be carved 
to take the place of a billet head which 
the United States frigate Constitution 
had carried through the war of 1812.

In June, 1834, when she left the dry- 
dock in Charlestown navy yard. The 
excitement among the political enemies 
of Jackson In Boston wns Intense. A 
meeting was called in FnneuM hnll— 
which, however, did not take plnce— 
and anonymous letter writers threaten- 
ed the life of the commodore unless the 
statue was removed. On the night of 
the 2d of July, 1S34, in the midst of a 
terrific thunderstorm, Samuel P. Dew- 
ey. n young man of twenty-eight, rowed 
out to the vessel and man a god to saw 
off the head of the statue and carry It 
away. The head was replaced a month 
later In New York, und the figure re- 
mained there until 1874. It now occu- 
pies a place in the grounds of the Naval 
school at Annapolis.

Dr. William H. Hildreth.

Words of Praise. 

Representative Samuel Leland Pow- 
ers of the eleventh Massachusetts dis- 
trict of Columbia met with the District 
committee as one of its members for 
the first time this morning. Mr. Pow- 
ers was appointed on the committee to 
fill the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Representative Jenkins, who, 
when appointed chairman of the judi- 
ciary committee, found it impractic- 
able to continue his work on the Dis- 
trict committee. 

Mr. Powers, although serving his 
first term in Congress, is regarded as 
one of the strong membfers of the re- 
publican party in the House. He is a 
member of the judiciary committee, 
in which he has many important sub- 
committee assignments. He is a 
member of the anti-trust subcommit- 
tee and has taken an active part in 
the draft of the bill on this subject, 
which will be reported to the judiciary 
committee tomorrow. His appoint- 
ment to the District committee, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that he 
has already evinced a lively interest 
in District matters, is regarded as 
most fortunate by the older members 
of the committee. Especially is this 
so in view of the fact that Mr. Powers 
is a resident of Boston, and has taken 
a great interest in studying the mu- 
nicipal improvements of that city. 

Mr. Powers is serving his first 
terra in Congress, although he has 
been re-elected to the Fifty-eighth 
Congress. Mr. Powers is compara- 
tively a young man. He is a lawyer 
by training, having graduated and 
begun its practice* in 1876, in Boston, 
where he is a member of the law firm 
of Powers, Hall A Jones. He is a 
native of New Hampshire, and a 
graduate of Dartmouth College. He 
is a big man physically and mentally, 
and his practical way of handling 
legislative subjects, together with his 
frank aud genial manner, have made 
for him many friends among his 
colleagues on both sides of the House. 

Mr. Powers, was called upon for a 
speech by his colleagues. He respond- 
ed in a happy vein, stating that he had 
applied to the Speaker to be made a 
member of the District committee 
when he entered Congress at the last 
session, but that lie was then told that 
it would be necessary for him to dis- 
tinguish hiiuself as a legislator be- 
fore he could hope for a place on this 
particular committee. Mr. Powers 
was made a member of the subcom- 
mittees on ways and means and judi- ( 
ciary. — Washington Star. 

Before the coal debate ends recogni- 
tion should be made of the vigorous 
work of Representative Powers, as 
well as that of Mr. McCall, who has 
been the recognized leader in these 
efforts. Mr. Powers not only intro- 
duced a free coal bill, but has so per- 
sistently besought members of the 
Ways and Means Committee in its be- 
half that they have seemingly avoided 
meeting him in the corridors. There 
is a messenger’s seat at the door of 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
which Mr. Powers has so often occu- I 
pied while lying in wait for the mem- 
bers, that, as he himself facetiously 
says, an impression has gained ground 
that the committee had obtained a 
new doorkeeper. — Boston Transcript.

A tnnn with smoko ground Into his 
bn mis ant! face wnlkod Into one of the 
downtown Jewelry stores and handed 
over n big gold watch and n card. The 
repair man looked at the watch, made 
some queer marks on the card and 
handed both hack. And the man 
walked out of the store. 

“Didn’t know you sell on the install- 
ment plan.” suggested the Inquisitive 
loafer. 

“Don’t.” was the laconic response, 
and then the jeweler explained. “The 
man Is a locomotive fireman, and his 
watch was being compared. You see, 

It is absolutely necessary that railroad 
watches keep good time, and the mat- 
ter of innklng them keep good time has 
been systematized. 

“The firemen, engineers, conductors, 
rear brakemen and train mnsters on all 
of the roads in this country have or- 
ders to have their watches compared 
twice a month and Inspected every six 
months. On some ronds nearly all of 
the employees are supposed to go. 
through this same routine. 

“When a watch 19 bought by any of 
these men, it must be passed upon by 
the jeweler who has been appointed In- 
spector for the road that the purchaser 
serves. It must be a good watch, cost- 
ing about $33 for the works aloDe, for 
the rattle and jolt of a train would se- 
riously affect a cheap watch, but it 
may he of any rnnke, provided It comes 
up to the standard. Stop watches, 
watches that tell the day of the week 
and such eompliented novelties are 
barred. A key winder Is not accepta- 
ble, nor Is a watch that has been 
changed from a hunting case to an 
open face. An open faced watch is 
preferred, though a good hunting case 
watch Is not turned down on the ma- 
jority of roads. 

“After the inspector has passed fa- 
vorably upon the watch he makes out 
a slip to that effect and returns the 
watch to the railroader, along with the 
indorsing slip and a small card. On 
this card are a number of ruled spaces. 
Twice n month the railroader brings 
his watch and card to the Inspector, 
who notes on the card whether the 
watch was fast or slow and how much, 
whether It lias stopped or run down 
and whether or uot he regulated it. Ln 
this manner the inspector can tell just 
what the watch Is doing and what It 
needs. 

“At the end of each six months the 
watch and the card are taken to the 
inspector, who makes a more careful 
examination of the watch, Issues a new 
curd to the railroader and sends In the 
old card to the headquarters of the road 
for which the man works. A duplicate 
of these cards la kept In a book by the 
inspector. 

“The railroud watches that are most 
closely watched by the Inspectors are 
those that nre carried by cnglueers and 
firemen ou those locomotives that nre i 
j fitted with electric headlights on nc- | 

1 count of the danger of their becoming 
magnetized. This danger Is realized by 
engineers, and many of them leave 
their wutebes In the cab while working 
about the headlight.'’ — I udlanapolls 
News.

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HOW TIME IS MADE. 

IJarI« lam Rfcnlatn Ilia Clock* hr 
One of the Fixed Star*. 

Strange as it mny seem, Uncle 8am 
does not make use of the sun for reck- 
oning time, hut he turns his Attention 
to some of the regular steady going 
stars, or “fixed stnrs,” nfl the}- are 
called. Every clear night an astrono- 
mer with n hlg telescope looks at cer- 
tain of these stars nud makes his cal- 
culations, from which he can tell Just 
when the sun would cross the seventy- 
fifth mcridlnn. One of the great clocks 
in the observatory Is called the trans 
mltter. because It transmits or sends 
out the signal Unit keeps standard 
time. This cioek is set nml regulated 
by the star time, and then every day 
at three minutes and fifteen seconds 
before 12 a switch is turned on, nud the 
beats of the pendulum of this clock are 
sent by electricity over the wires" to’the 
telegraph offices In Washington anil 
New York. When the telegraph oper- 
ators hear this sound on their Instru- 
ments, they know that the noon signal i 
Is about to be sent out, and they at , 
once begin to connect the telegraph 
wires with other towns and cities until 
In a minute or two the “tick, tick” of I 
the clock at Washington Is heard in ! 
hundreds of telegraph offices. The 
beats stop at ten seconds before 12, as ! 
a notice that the next “tick” will be 
the noon signal and so os to give the 
operators time to eonuect their wires 
with the standard time balls and clockB. , 
There are time balls in a great many 
cities— usually on top of some promf- 
nent building, where they can easily be 
aeen. The one at Washington Is on the 
roof of the state, war and navy depart- 
ment building, at the top of a high pole, 
ready to drop the Instant the signal 
comes over the wire. In the govern- 
ment offices at Washington and in 
many places in other cities there are j 
large clocks connected with the ob- ! 
servatory by electricity. These are so 
arranged that when the 12 o’clock aig- 1 
nal is flashed over the wires the hands 
of each one of these clocks spring to 
12, no matter what time the clock may 
show. In this way hundreds of clocks 
are set to the correct time each day. 

Well, the moment the sun is supposed 
to cross the seventy-fifth meridian the 
telegraph Instruments give a single 
tick, the time balls drop, the clocks be- 
gin to strike and everybody In the Dis- 
trict knows it Is 12 o’clock.— St. Nicho- 
las.

It seems that they were 
formerly loentod on another rock, and 
one day when they were all out work- 
ing along came a great rainstorm and 
wiped off the tunp the only pnth lead- 
ing up to their rock city.

"It’s n picturesque place when one 
gets up there. l£Jie houses are built of 
adobe, and one nns to get out of doors 
to get upstairs.

TOXIN AND ANTITOXIN. 

What The** Two Terra* In Medlcln* 
Mean Made Clear. 

rnsteur, the groat French snvant, 
founder of the sciences of bacteriology 
nnd preventive medicine, proved In the 
first place that the epidemic diseases 
are due to minute living orgnnlsms, 
plants and animals nnd tbnt for each 
definite disense there is a specific micro 
organism. TIiIb wns the gront funda- 
mental fact. Later It became evident 
that these microscopic parasites cause 
disease by certain chemical poisons 
which they produce, called toxins. In 
many cases the micro organism, if 
grown In culture tubes outside the 
body, will i#oduce the same toxins. 
After being separated from the living 
germs which produced them those sub- 
stances will produce all the symptoms 
of the disease when injected Into nn 
animal body. The body at the begin- 
ning of an attack of fever Is not, how- 
ever, pnsslvc. Its cells react against 
the poisons Introduced nnd n struggle 
ensues, the end of which Is life or 
death, the fighting being purposeful 
and deflnift*. The body cells secrete 
| a specific chemfcnl body which hns the 
power of neutralizing or rendering 
harmless the particular toxin Intro- 
duced. This nntldote to the poisonous 
! toxin we call the antitoxin. When n 
! man recovers from on attack of small- 
1 pox, it 1 b because bis antitoxins have 
proved too Btrong for the toxins of the 
disease, nnd his after Immunity, It 
seems probable, Ib due to the persist- 
ence wlthlu his body of the antitoxins 
once produced.— 0. E. A. Winslow in 
Atlantic.

DISHES THAT COULD BE ADOPTED 
BY AMERICAN HOUSEWIVES. 

Viand* That Are at Once Appetising, 

Nutrition* and Inexpensive— Popu- 
larity of Vegetable* and Sweet*. 

The National Dish. 

Some of the dishes found on Turkish 
tables might well be adopted by the 
American housewife, being nppotizlng 
and Inexpensive nnd easily prepared 
from articles that are to be found here 
In great abundance. 

Turks do not care for Bnlads, but pre- 
fer meat, fish, vegetables nnd sweet 
dishes. The Bosporus furnishes a great 
variety of excellent fish, among them 
the red mullet, oysters nnd musselB, 
but the Turks buve no Idea of the 
choice of cuts nnd simply aslc for so 
many okns, caring nothing so that they 
get mealy pieces with few bones. 
Corned beef, roast beef, steak — these 
arc unknown. Mutton, beef, a little 
veal, fowls and game are eaten. Fork 
Is “the unutterable flesh.” 

Breakfast with tbe Turks of all 
classes consists of a cup of coffee and 
bread. A piece of cheese rolled Into the 
fat pancake Is eaten by the luborers. 
This Is sometimes exchanged for cakes 
that are much like pretzels, oidy larger 
and not so bard. In the fruit season 
different kinds of fruit are added. 
Black bread made of unboiled rye flour 
Is sold everywhere and when fresh Is 
delicious. With a few grapes, n piece 
of the native cheese and a cup of coffee 
the richest man Is satisfied. 

With all fish, lobsters and many 
meats a sort of snlad dressing Is served 
made of garlic, oil, breadcrumbs and 
vinegar, all bruised to a cream, with 
caviare or cucumber. Mussels are much 
larger than In this countrj’. They are 
washed, steamed until they open, then 
filled with rice, dropped onion nud pep- 
per nnd butter, pucked closely in a ves- 
sel and baked nn hour. 

Turks make few soups, as they prefer 
solid food, but sardines, anchovies and 
salted olives or pistachio nuts nre eaten 
before meals as appetizers. Of vegeta- 
bles, which enter largely Into their 
diet, the favorite Is the tomato, and 
scarcely any dish is considered com- 
plete without It, though they never eat 
this vegetable raw. To preserve toma- 
toes for winter use they boll them un- 
til the skins are loose, then pass them 
through colanders, after which they 
throw Bn It into the pulp. This causes it 
to settle, aud the water Is poured off 
while the residue Is put into thin bags 
and bung In the shade. The next day 
it Is spread on flat surfaces to dry. 
Later it Is cut Into squares and laid 
In covered jars. This process retains 
the taste and qualities of the tomato 
better than canning, and a little wnter 
makes the pulp moist again. 

Potntoes. a taste for which is an ac- 
quired one with the Turk, are first 
Toiled, mnsbed with eggs und a little 
flour, then made into eakes aud fried. 
Beans and lima beans are boiled with 
tomatoes and butter and sometimes on- 
ions. Squash Is sliced and fried or 
stuffed with mincemeat, onions and 
boiled rice, and then baked. Large cu- 
cumbers are also stuffed with minced 
meats and baked or are eaten raw with 
salt. One good stew is made of mut- 
ton and green peas. Another has all 
sorts of vegetables, like an Irish stew. 

Eggplant is cooked In muny ways, 
some of them palatable and good. One 
recipe 1 b called ImnmbaJIde, which 
means that tbe Imam for whom the 
dish first wus made fulnted witli de- 
light at Its excellence. To make it, cut 
slits In the sides of the eggplant and In- 
sert a forcemeat of onion nnd minced 
chicken In tbe cavities. Tie strips of 
cloth around and fry thoroughly In boil- 
ing fat. Another way Is to substitute 
eggplant for potato In a stew. Toma- 
toes should also be added. 

Moussnka, another aud better form, 
colls for one large eggplant, sliced rath- 
er thick, without peeling. Iluve a 
qunrt of tomatoes freshly peeled or 
cauucd and one pound of minced beef. 
Fry the beef until It separates, set 
aside while the eggplunt Is being fried, 
then put alternate layers of meat, egg- 
plant and tomatoes lu a deep dish; 
season and bake In a slow oven one 
hour. 

Auother delicious dish results from 
placing sliced oulons, tomutoes and 
b hi p’s breud or soda blBcuit In luyers. 
with a generous piece of butter. In a 
covered dish. Bukc slowly four hours. 

Flluf, the uatlouul dish of Turkey. Is 
served lnvariubly at every dlnuer. Rice 
always forms the fouudutlou, und the 
most* popular variety Is that where 
nothing but butter, tomatoes aud rice 
Is used. Take three-quarters of a 
pound of Carolina or Egyptian rice, 
wash until perfectly clean and while 
still wet place In a pan with one-quur* 
ter of u pound of butter. Stir over ttie 
lire until the rice has absorbed the but- 
ter and become a light golden color. 
Add the rice to three pints of strained 
tomato juice, boll the whole up once, 
then draw aside to cook, without stir- 
ring. for twenty-live minutes. When 
done, melt another quarter of a puund 
of butter, uud when the pllaf Is dished 
up pour It over the top. Each kernel 
Should be separate. The color will be 
a rich light brown. 

Yutunje-dolinu Is a popular dish with 
foreigners as well as Turks. Scald 
some fresh green grape leaves. Take 
p half pound of rice und fry In butler 
us for plluf. Mince some onion aud 
pursley very flue umi add them to the 
rlcu with suit und pepper. Stuff eueh 
leaf with tho mixture, fastening the 
little bundles with clove*. Luy them 
lu a kettle, the opening downward, 
keep them In place und Just enough 
water to keep them from burning. Him- 
met for three quarters of uu hour.— 
New York Tribune.

Why They An* Poop Plnm to Act 

Loans on Stolen Wntebes. 

Of watches nlono there fire received 
here nnd nt the twenty-two branch of- 
fices from u thousand to twelre hun- 
dred a day, about 359,000 In n year, the 
average loan on a watch being !10 or 
40 frnnes. The official namirod me that | 
In this great number of watches scarce- 
ly one In a thousand has been stolen, 
the fact being that people who have 
come dlRhnnestly l».v watches or other 
property fight shy of the mont dc plete. 
The reason of this was presently made 
plain ns we watched the formalities of 
record, nnd I realized how difficult It 
would be for any one to do business 
hero under n concealed Identity. Every 
client receiving a loan greater than 15 
francs must produce some official docu- 
ment— an Insurance policy, a citizen’s 
voting card, a permit to carry nrml or 
a rent receipt bearing his signature rrtid 
throwing light upon his station In life. 
For loans under 15 francs the client Ib 
simply required to show an envelope 
through the malls to his address. All 
these facts, with various others, arc 
duly Jnscrlhed upon huge record sheets, 
so that whoever deals with the mont 
de plete exposes himself to the scru- 
tiny that must be ungrateful to folks 
of shady antecedents. Indeed, certain 
persons make this a grievance against 
the mont do plete and declare the I’nris 
system an Impertinent Intrusion upon a 
client's privacy, which would seem a 
point badly taken if the client Is nn 
honest man. — Cleveland Moffett on 
Paris Pawnshops In Century.

But three days remain for the In - 
troductlon of new business for the 
consideration of this General Court. 
The chances are that practically 
everything - will be put In by Friday 
night, as only the members near 
Boston will care to come back again 
on Saturday for the purpose of tiling 
petitions with the clerks. There is 
nothing to indicate that the volume 
of business will be any smaller than 
it was last year, but there are indi- 
cations that in point of importance 
they will prove to be much the same. 

So far as the number of measures 
went, there were more last year 
than ever in the history of the Leg- 
islature, but they didn’t pan out 
very heavy. There are always two 
or three bills with which the Legis- 
lature of any particular Year becomes 
identified and by which it is remem- 
bered. Last year the bill which 
proved of prime importance was 
that providing for the Washington 
street subway, and this year it is 
likelv to be the revision of the cor- 
poration laws, although a ga» war 
threaten.-., as it has for a decade. 

In all probability. the best work that 
will be done will come from the ! 
special committee on corporation 
laws, and one particular result will 
be to shed lustre upon the work of a 
Newton citizen, Mr. Grosvenor Cal- 
kins, the secretary of the special com- 1 
mittee appointed by the governor to 1 
codify the laws relative to private 
corporations. 

But meanwhile a new proposition 
has come to the surface, which is 
likely too draw the attention of City 
Solicitor Slocum of Newton away 
from the mill tax school bill and 
Metropolitan expenditures. It is in 
the form of a bill submitted with the 
petition of the Massachusetts state 
board of trade, and it provides for 
the inauguration of an accurate and 
able, but plainly expensive system 
of auditing municipal accounts. It is 
said to emanate from the brain of a 
gentleman who has become famous J 
in municipal accounting, but its 
ostensible purpose is to follow out 
the suggestion made bv Governor 
Bates in his inaugural address, that 
the auditor of the Commonwealth 
be given supervision of the accounts 
of our cities. The bill asks that the 
auditor’s office, through a large crops 
of examiners, audit the accounts of 
towns, cities, and counties, and that 
the office of controller of county ac- 
counts be abolished. One result 
would be to increase the auditor’s 
salary, from 53500 to $5000. and more 
than double the working force of 
his department. If all this is neces- 
sary in order to secure a uniform 
system of accounts, the expense will 
undoubtedly be cheerfully borne, but 
there are cities in the Commonwealth 
which pay their auditors, faithful 
and efficient men, only a few hun- 
dred dollars in salary, while the ex- 
aminers, who would go out from the 
auditor’s otfice at a per diem compen- 
sation would naturally be men who 
can earn at least S50 a day in their 
work as expert accountants, and this 
expense will, under the provisions of 
the proposed act, be chargeable to 
the cities or towns whose accounts 
are examined. The bill which has 
been submitted leaves the space 
which provides for the per diem com- 
pensation of these examiners blank, 
and this slight circumstance, which 
looks simply like an innocent omis- 
sion, may prove to be quite a cat in 
•• the meal. The general proposition 
that the auditor devise a system of 
municipal accounting tc£ be applied 
generally, which was embodied in the 
governor’s recommendation, is un- 
doubtedly a good one, blit it would 
seem to be a wise policy for the 
mayors and solicitors of our cities to 
keep a sharp lookout on the progress 
of this proposed innovation. 

Another citizen of Newton, Hon. 
Frederick L. Cutting, the insurance 
commissioner of the Commonwealth, 
has submitted through the General 
Court, his recommendations for 1902. 
Few people in Massachusetts realize 
how important the insurance depart- 
ment has become since the days when 
another Newton citizen. Hon. Julius 
L. Clarke, occupied the ollice of insur- 
ance commissioner. A while ago a 
committee of several of the insurance 
cotmuissione-s met at the State 
House. They were a fine body of 
men, but when one began to inquire 
as to the work they did and the im- 
portance of the offices they headed, 
it was found that with the exception 
of two or three states no insurance 
department approached that of Massa- 
chusetts in the number of employees 
or the work done. Since Mr. Cutting 
lias come into the office fire works 
have ceased to be a part of the pro- 
ceedings, and hence comparatively 1 
little is heard from it, although the j 
work is being carried on with a 
steady increase in its iufiuence and 
value. 

An immense number of appropri- 
ation bills have already been re- 
ported by Mr. Warren’s committee 
on ways and means, and these have 
now reached the senate and during 
this week will be enacted and signed 
by the governor, so that the various 
departments can go on with their 
work in February without being etn- 
barassed by lack of the funds neces- 
sary to pay expenses. Incidentally 
it may be remarked that the House 
has hung up the bill providing fur 
the expenses of the gas commis- 
sioners’ department, pending the re- 
ceipt of the unuual report of that 
body. The lesson of this embarrass- 
ing experience to the gas commission 
us well as to various other depart- 
ments should be this: the law pro- 
vides that all departments should 
follow the example furnished by In- 
surance Commissioner Cutting as 
noted above, and file on the first 
Wednesday in January any recom- 
mendations which they desire to be 
acted upon during the session- This, 
of course, is iu anticipation of the 
same recommendations as they ulti- 
mately appear in the annual report. 
If the Legislature could have these 
pelimiiiury suggestions, few mem- 
bers would care to obstruct the pas- 
sage of apprupriatlon'biils.

ZIGZAG VALLEYS. 


Th« 1’roceaMeH of Knlorr liy Which 
They Are Formed. 

Volcanic action 1ms In most cases pri- 
marily determined the configuration of 
the crust of the earth, but the chief 
agents In the formation of tortuouB val- 
leys have been streams flowing above 
ground or below the surface. These 
naturally take the course of least re- 
sistance, dislodging the softest soli, and 
thus gradually enlarge their chnnnels 
and are flanked by rising ground. 

It has been ascertained by a well 
known export that the serpentine course j 
of the valley of the Cheddar gorge Is j 
caused by the Jointing in the limestone. 
The rock, be tells us, Is traversed by 
two systems of joints, which appear to 
be vertical or nearly so. Intersecting ap- 
proximately at a right angle. The joint 
surfaces form salient ami re-entrant an- 
gles, the former opposite to the latter, 
so that if the two sides of the glen were 
brought together they would seem to 
Interlock. Water above or below the 
surface would Bonk along these open 
joints and widen them Into fissures, and 
this movement, sometimes to the right 
and sometimes to the left, would follow 
zigzag lines, so that the natural course 
of the current would by its continuous 
action excavate a valley of tills unusual 
character. — London Answers.

Smallpox In Olden Dnys. 

The first accurate description of the 
nature aud ravages of smallpox Is that 
of Ithases, ou Arabian physician, who 
flourished in the tenth century and 
was the author of books on medicine 
and alchemy. 

This terrible scourge was also de- 
scribed in most of the ancient Chinese 
and ludlau books. In China it was 
known ns the “bean disease” and 
traced back to the times of the Em- 
peror Kwang Wu. who reigned A. D. 
25-23. 

The earliest Chinese treatise ou 
smallpox was published In 1323, and 
from tills it appears that Inoculation 
has beeu known aud practiced In the 
far east since the Sung dynasty, A. D. 
OGO-1127. Chinese experts hold that 
the poison is communicated by the 
parents to their offspring, so that nil 
possess its germ In their constitution, 
waiting only for circumstances favor- 
able to its development. 


On Friday last the committee on | 
street railways met to give a hearing 1 
on the petition of the Waltham street 
railway, that it may build and oper- 
ate in Newton, Wellesley, Weston, 
Lincoln and Concord. Judge Henry 
S. Milton of Waltham was present in 
behalf of the company and asked 
that the matter go over, as Hon. L. 
E. Chamberlain, the leading counsel 
of the petitioners, was iu Washing- 
' ton aud unable to be present. It was 
a bad move for the company to ask 
a postponement under the circum- 
stances, for the committee on street 
railways, knowing that it had a big 
docket ahead, had been doing its 
best to clear up the matters already 
referred to it during the week and it 
succeeded fairly well. This was not 
only true, but it so happened that 
the room was crowded with citizens 
of Newton and the towns mentioned, 
who evidently came to protest against 
the company* s request, and it didn’t 
lessen their opposition to find that 
they had wasted a day. 

Yesterday the committees on rail- 
roads and street railways, sitting 
jointly, met to give hearings on the 
petition of the Boston and Worcester 
street railway company, that it may 
operate its railway over the Boston 
and Albany tracks on Uoylstou street 
in Newton at grade. The hearing 
went over to Feb. 7. 

As President ;Butler was endeavor- 
ing to find out what action the court 
wax likely to take 011 the proposition 
to separate the grades at Boylston 
street. When the railroad commis- 
sioners took up this matter last year 
they intimated that they would be wil- 
ling to grant temporary grade cross- 
ings at these two points if they 
could be assured proceedings for 
grade separations would immediately 
begin. President Butler has beeu 
at work on these propositions, but 
apparently desired to have action 
by the legislature as a matter of 
caution. Maim. 


The Murine Flag. 

The reveuue marine service flag, au- 
thorized by uet of congress March 2, 
1709. was originally prescribed to “con- 
sist of sixteen perpendicular stripes, 
alternate red nud white, the union of 
the ensign bearing the arms of the 
United States iu dark blue ou 11 white 
field.” The sixteen stripes represented 
the number of states which had been 
admitted to the Union at that time, 
and no change has been made since. 
Prior to 1871 it bore an eagle lu the 
union of the pennant, which was then 
substituted by thirteen blue stars In a 
white field, but the eagle and the stars 
are still retained Iu the fiug. 


Slope of llivera. 

Generally speuking, the slope of riv- 
ers flowing into the Mississippi from 
the east Is on an average about three 
Inches per mile. Those entering It from 
the west have an average descent of 
about six Inches per mile. The aver- 
age descent per mile of the Missouri 
after It leaves the mountains Is reck- 
oned at about a foot; the Dos Mol ties 
from Its source to Its conjunction with 
the Mississippi, 7.3 Inches. The entire 
length of the Ohio shows a full of even 
five Inches. The Mississippi from the 
mouth of the Ohio to the gulf has a 
fall of but 2% Inches.

HemarkaDle Endurance. 

Slone* of the remarkable endurance 
of wild animals after being wounded, 
sometimes to the death, arc so fre- 
quent that one expects, after awhile, 
to hear almost anything about the 
distance this deer ran with a bullet 
through its heart, and that deer trav- 
eled and still was traveling, with a 
broken leg. and how still another deer 
was shot, that, when examined, was 
found to be actually all shot to pieces 
by some previous hunter, without 
inflicting a wound that killed. And 
moose will, it is well known, carry 
off a surprising amount of lead with- 
out showing any ill effects from their 
unusual loads; but the writer believes 
that he has hit upon the first time 
that a moose ever carried off a bullet 
next to his heart, and lived to be 
shot again, while the bullet was so 
close to the heart as to cause one to 
wonder how the animal ever escaped 
its entering that vital organ. 

The Richards party, whose mem- 
bers go in every year to the Richards 
camp at Endless lake for a hunting 
trip, after the families have had their 
summer outings, at the same delight- 
ful camp, was composed this season 
of C. H. Carter of Arlington, R. W.

Mr. Toulmin was hunting with 
his Savage all ready when he came 
upon the moose, and quickly he 
took aim and, making a very fortu- ! 
nate shot, brought the immense 
creature down to rise no more. 

An idea of the animal’s size may 
be gotten from the weight of the 
saddle and a fore shoulder, which was 
500 pounds. The horns spread 42 in- 
ches and 10 points. 

Of course, as soon as possible after 
the killing, dressing was in order to 
prevent the meat spoiling, and while 
this work was going on the delicate 
heart was cut out and saved for a 
special meal at camp. To their as- 
tonishment, the removal of the heart 
brought to view a small sack hanging 
to it and, apparently lying close to 
and against it when the moose was 
alive. This sack, upon being cut 
open, exposed to view a bullet from a 
44 rifle, that had been fired at the 
beast, and penetrating just to the 
wall of skin surrounding the heart 
had there stopped, and Nature had 
built around it a wall or sack to pre- 
vent its moving and thus causing the 
moose inconvenience. How so large 
a ball could have gone so far into the 
moose and not penetrated the heart is 
a question that will, probably, never 
be solved, but that it did. and that 
it had apparently not affected the 
moose in the slightest, the party 
will all agree. Certainly that moose, 
after one experience with the murder- 
ous “stick that kills," deserved to 
enjoy a long life of comfort aud rest 
from persecution. There was noth- 
ing on the moose’s bod) - to indicate 
that it had ever been shot before, 
and had they not chanced upon the 
bullet, none might ever have known 
what endurance is possible on the 
part of a moose, wounded within a 
hair of death.

NO SPORT IN IT. 

Hoit Vorthrrn Indians Secure Veni- 
son Far Their Larders. 

A New Yorker who lives a small frnc- l 
tlon of tlie time lit the city, being usual- 1 
ly long distances nwny In pursuit of < 
game, tells of the method pursued by ! 
the Indians of British Columbia In Hik- 
ing deer. They have evolved a system. 1 
this huntsman says, that shows prac- 
tical skill and sympathy and knowledge 
of natural conditions. He says: 

"The Indians, to begin with, do not 
hunt deer for the pleasure of hunting. 
They go for deer as a housekeeper goes 
to market for beef, and, what's more— ( 
Jn British Columbia, at any rate— they 
don’t go often. Salmon Is plentiful In 
the rivers and la easily caught, so why 
chase animals when they can secure 
flsh? It is something ns It Is in New- 
foundland, where l went n couple of 
Bensons ago. There the prevailing flsh, 
as you might say, is cod, and, though 
there Is no end to the variety of edible 
flsh that enn be taken, the natives nev- ■ 
er think of eating anything else. Cod 
Is plentiful, and they form the habit, I 
suppose. This Is so Ingrained that they 
call codfish ‘flsh* simply. The genus is 
divided into cod and the rest of flsh. 

“Well, when the British Columbia In- 
dian makes up his mind for venison, he 
goes at It systematically and without 
sentiment. A group of half a dozen or 
ten men spilt and take either end of a 
valley. Then they proceed along the 
mountain slope from the two ends to 
the center. They choose the sheltered 
side of the valley on which the deer 
seek to escape the wind. Each party 
covers the mountain side, some near the 
foot and some at the top and others be- 
tween the lines, keeping abreast by an 
imitated owl hoot. The deer, on ’wind- 
ing’ pursuit, have the trick of leaping 
away down the slope, unlike the goats, 
which go up, and thus between the two 
approaching parties they are swept to- 
gether at the middle of the valley. A 
good sized herd will thus be killed off 
and the Indians supplied for many 
weeks by two or three days’ exertion.” 
—New York Tribune.

Colonel Ochiltree Bided Ills Time 
and Carried Off the Honor*. 

General Grant w’ns u great admirer 
of Colonel Thomas Ochiltree and made 
many of tbe men of Galveston a bit 
Jealous. As a result they once planned 
an incident whereby they would hu- 
miliate Ochiltree. Grant was to stop 
at Galveston after Ids trip to South 
America, and the committee did not 
put Ochiltree’s name on the list of dis- 
tinguished men to meet him. 

Ochiltree bided his time, ns he was 
never known to complain, and did not 
go to the ship to welcome General 
Grant. He took a vantage point In tbe 
crowd thut filled the streets in front of 
the Tremont Tiouse. He was behind 
two rows of celebrities who were doing 
gvard duty aloug the edges of a crim- 
son carpet which ran from the hotel 
steps to the curb. The reception com- 
mittee, or part of It, -was standing in 
the hotel door, waiting to give tbe gen- 
eral the gladsome bund. 

Ochiltree watched until the generul 
and Mrs. Grant had stepped from the 
carriuge, and then he bulged through 
the line. He rushed down the crimson 
carpet, shook heartily the hand of his 
old friend and, offering his arm to 
Mrs, Grunt, marched proudly through 
the rank and Qle of the leading citizens 
Into the hotel. The mob outside de- 
manded n speech from the general, 
and, constituting himself a committee 
of one, Colonel Ochiltree appeared with 
him In the hotel balcony and intro- 
duced Grant us one of bis best, truest 
and bravest friends. This was the lust 
time the meu in Galveston tried to 
snub him at a social function.

Torlmps tlu* most rpmnrknbU* suit 
ever brought Is on the records of the 
court of tlu* exchequer iu England. It 
was Died ou Oct. 3, 1725, and It sets 
forth very dourly t but John Kverit and 
Joseph Williams were highway rob- 
bers. 

In Its succinct legal phrases the com- 
plaint says that the men formed a 
partnership for the purp° fl e of carry- 
ing on business ns highwaymen. It 
was mighty profitable, as was shown 
by the fnot flint Everlt sued Williams 
for the equivalent of $5,000, * being for 
moneys wrongfully appropriated to de- 
fendant's private purse." 

This was the amount In dispute after 
the partnership had lnsted only a year. 
Then Everlt claimed that he discov- 
ered that his partner had not made a 
fair division of the spoils. 

The action was adjudged to he a 
gross contempt of court, ami the plain- 
tiff was ordered to pay all costs, while 
the solicitors who served the writ were 
fined. One of the solicitors, n man 
named Wrcntlicock. refused to pay the 
fine and was sent to prison for six 
months. Both plaintiff and defendant 
to the action were subsequently hang- 
ed. one at Tyburn and the other nt 
Maidstone. 

Trivial Cntun of War*. 

History records one war that was 
enused by a glass of water — the war of 
the Spanish succession. A huly, Mrs. 
Mashum, a celebrated court beauty, 
was carrying a glass of water when she 
was obstructed by the Marquis de To- 
rey. A slight scufile ensued, and the 
water was spilled. The marquis lost 
his temper, and bad feeling ensued be- 
tween the English and French courts, 
with the ultimate result that war wns 
declared. The campaign cost France 
many severe battles — viz, Blenheim, 
1704; Uamlllies, 1707; Audennrdl, 1708, 
and Malplaqult. 1700. 

Fully as absurd iu Its origin was the 
war tbut took place during the com- 
monwealth of Modena. A soldier stole 
a bucket from n public well belonging 
to the state of Bologna. Although the 
value of the article did not exceed a 
few pennies, the Incident was the signal 
for a fierce and prolonged war.

The Boston lltmry eopy has a mod- 
ern binding, but the ancient tly leaf Is 
preserved on which is written the fol- 
lowing poem.

The Peenllnr Theory Thi»« Wna Once 
Advanced by * Sclent t»«. 

Probably the oddest idea ever for a 
moment entertained by n scientist was 
that of John Clevcs Symmos concern- 
ing the condition of the interior of our 
globe. Symmos was a jurist, a scien- 
tist. or. ns the French would say, a 
"savant,” of International reputation, 
an explorer “on his own hook” and an 
all round man of letters, yet on© would 
think that some of his Ideas must have 
originated with the king of ltedlniu. 
He believed and lectured before learn- 
ed college societies In support of his 
views that the earth consists of from 
five to seven hollow concentric spheres 
and that at the poles there Is a round 
opening entirely through each of the 
Beveral spheres. 

According to this queer theory, these 
spheres are placed one inside the other, 
like a nest of crockery ware, with an 
open space of n few hundred miles be- 
tween each. Furthermore, he believed 
that both tlie outside nrnl the lnsldo 
of each of these bubblelike spheroe are 
inhabited, which would give not less 
than ten and probably fourteen "thea- 
ters of notion" Instead of the one hab- 
itable surface with which we are all 
acquainted to a greater or lesser de- 
gree.

George Eliot was conspicuous as ft 
parson who wns kindly and sympathet- 
ic In a high degree. She wns "ever 
ready to be amused anil Interested in 
all that concerned her friends.” She 
had also a keep sense of humor and 
sometimes made her friends laugh as 
well as laughed with them. She was 
solicitous about her manuscripts and 
was afraid she should lose them. Block- 
wood had occasion to send her the man- 
uscript of "Daniel Derondn.” She 
would not have It Intrusted to the mall, 
and Mr. Blackwood said he would send 
It by ^Js footman the next day.

KEEPING A LOGBOOK. 

The System of Abbreviation* Used on 

Merchant Vessel*. 

How many landsmen know how a 
logbook Is written up? It seems just as 
complicated ns double entry bookkeep- 
ing when one does uot know, but after 
a little careful attention and study it’s 
ns easy to keep a logbook as to cat hot 
gingerbread. There Is a list of letters 
arranged, and they look like so much 
Greek to the uneducated. 

The letter b, for Instance, stnmls for 
blue sky. whether there be clear or 
hazy atmosphere. C means cloudy or 
detached, opening clouds; d denotes 
drizzling rain; a small J. fog; capital F, 
thick fog; g, gloomy, dark weather; b, 
hull; 1, lightning, and iu, misty or hazy 
so us to Interfere with the view. 

The letter o represents overcast or 
when the whole sky Is covered with one 
Impenetrable cloud. Passing showers 
are noted by the letter p. and q indi- 
cates the weather to be squally. Con- 
tinuous rain Is indicated by an r, snow 
by an s and thunder by a t. Any ugly, 
threatening appearance In the weather 
calls for the letter u, and visibility of 
distant objects, whether the sky be 
cloudy or not, is represented by the let- 
ter v. A small w is wet dew. A full 
point or dot under any letter denotes 
an extraordinary degree. As an exam- 
ple of bow the letters are used take 
q p d 1 t. This reads very hard squalls 
and showers of drizzle, accompanied by 
lightning, with very heavy thunder. 
Numerals denote the force of the wind. 
A cipher Indicates calm, 1 light ulr, 2 
light breeze, 3 gentle breeze, 4 moder- 
ate breeze, 5 fresh breeze, 0 strong 
breeze. 7 moderate gale. 8 fresh gale, 

0 strong gale, 10 whole gale, 11 storm, 
12 hurricane. This system of abbrevi- 
ation Is generally adhered to on all 
merchant vessels.
